Higher Court Sets Aside Con- 
viction in French Restaur- 
ant Case 



NO OFFENCE COMMITTED 



Decision Also Benefits Ruef, 
Who May Give Slip to 
Prosecution 



San Francisco, Jan. 9. — The District 
Court of Appeals handed down a de- 
cision setting aside the judgment in 
the case of former Mayor 13. Schmitz 
convicted of extortion in the French 
restaurant case. Abo Ruef, also, bene- 
iits by the ruling of the upper court, 
for, according to Us decision, he 
pleaded guilty to an act that was 110 
offense against the laws of the State. 
According to the appellate- judges, the 
compelling of the French restaurants 
to pay "fees" to Abe Ruef was not a 
crime, even though Ruef divided the 
"fees'" with Mayor Schmitz. 

After discussing the point, the court 
reversed the judgment against Schmitz 
on the ground that no acts constituting 
a crime had been proved against him. 
Abe Ruef, who pleaded guilty to ex- 
torting monay from the French res- 
taurants, is therefore equally guiltless. 

The decision wipes out the French 
restaurant case, and the pending 
charges of extortion against Schmitz 
and Ruef must be dismissed. Both 
aro now entitled to release on bail. It 
they obtain the necessary bondsmen 
they can remain at liberty until such 
time as the jury finds them guilty on 
one of the indictments charging them 
with receiving bribes from corpora- 
tions. Owing to the number of cases 
against them the bail at $1,000 a case 
would reach an enormous figure. 

Schmitz and Ruef cannot take ad- 
vantage of the decision for sixty days. 
The prosecution has twenty days in 
which to ask for a re-hearing. Then 
the appellate court will have ten days 
to consider the application. When this 
Is done the prosecution will go through 
the same proceedure In the supremo 
court, which will take the same length 
of time. 

Consequently Schmitz and Ruei" will 
still be kept in the county jail for two 
months at least. The news of the de- 
cision of the appellate court spread 
rapidly over the city, causing con- 
sternation in some quarters and de- 
light In others. District Attorney 
Langdon said Schmitz and Ruef will 
be prosecuted on other indictments 
that charge public offences. 

Todavs decision will have the effect 
of invalidating the other four indict- 
ments charging Schmitz as well as 
Ruef with extortion, and renders void 
the plea of guilty made by Ruef as 
the appellate court held that no crime 
has been committed. 

By this reversal. It is feared that 
the prosecution has lost its hold upon 
Ruef, and it was freely predicted to- 
night that he will now refuse all over- 
tures for immunity, wholly or in part, 
to testify in the bribery graft cases, 
and fight every indictment. 

There are still pending against Ruef 
126 indictments, charging bribery, and 
forty indictments remain against 
Schmitz.

It 
is believed that the other dismember- 
ed bodies are being scattered along 
the bed of the river by the swift cur- 
rent. 

Tony Boveri, who is in Jail charged 
with the murdor of the Mlnichetto 
brothers, is said by the police to havo 
confessed to killing u man in Italy 
befriro coming to America. in his 
house was found a bundle of letters 
addressed to Ton! Ncrbni, and this Is 
believed to be his correct name. Bov- 
eri was engaged in market gardening 
in partnership with the Mlnichetto 
brothers, and Is accused by the police 
of having murdered them in order to 
oblaln their money and other prop- 
erty. He had $350 .when arrested. 

Buffettl was an old man employed 
in the garden. The police believe he 
was killed because of the other al- 
leged murders. His namo was added 
to the lidt of missing last night. 

Mrs. Palmetto was a young divorced 
woman, who disappeared two months 
ago. She iiad kept house for Boveri, 
but repeatedly refused to marry him- 
tier, clothes have been found In Bov- 
eri's cabin. A bloodstained axe was 
also found there, and a Mexican 
woman has informed the pollco, that 
sho washed bloodstained clothing for 
Boveri

Cunard Line and International 
Make Heavy Cuts in 
. Rates 



Now. York, Jan. 9. — Upon the refusal 
of the Cunard S.S. Co. to Increase Its 
second and third class rates for the 
new express steamers Mauretania and 
Lusitania, by $3.75, the International 
Mercantile Marine today announced a 
reduction of that amount for al! boats 
of the American and White Star lines 
in the British service. . . 

The Cunard line i;r.; i v ' s tffately met .the 
cut,"" and the International Mercantile 
Marine followed with a second reduc- 
tion of $3.75, making its total cut 
$7.50. It is said this reduction un- 
doubtedly will be met by the Cunard 
line tomorrow. 

The new rates do not affect the 
continental service except that the 
rates on steamers of the White Star 
line calling at Southampton, Cher- 
bourg and Plymouth were cut for 
Cherbourg as well as for the two Eng- 
lish ports. This reduction was met 
by the French line with one of $2 in 
its second cabin rates to Havre. 

The new rates become effective at 
once, both eastbound and westbound, 
on boats of the White Star and Am- 
erican line. The reduction of the Cun- 
ard Co. does not apply until after the 
sailing of the Mauretania from Liver- 
pool and the Lusitania from New York 
on Saturday. 

Under the new schodule, second ca- 
bin rates on the Oceanic have been re- 
duced from $-17.50 to $40.00, on tho 
Adriatic, Majestic and Teutonic from 
$45.00 to $37.50, and on other boats of 
the White Star and American lines in 
proportion. Steerage rates on all three 
lines affected are now cut to an aver- 
age of $27. 



SEA DISASTERS REPORTED 



Towns on German Shore of the 
Baltic Suffering From 
High Water 



Paris, Jan. 9. — The storm on tho 
English channel, along the west coast 
of Europo, and on the North African 
coast is still raging, and many fish- 
ing boats have been lost. A despatch 
received here from Tangier says that 
two native passenger boats foundered 
off El Araish, Morocco. Forty persons 
were drowned, including some Euro- 
peans. 

Kiel, January, 9. — A violent 
northeast wind has driven the 
waters of the Baltic inshore, and 
the low lying districts of this city are 
flooded to the depth of six or seven 
feet. Many casualties to fishing and 
other small crafts are reported. A 
similar drlving-ih sea is occurring at 
all the coast towns. Guns have been 
fired all day from Lubeck to warn the 
villagers that the sea is rising and 
likely to flood the country, and that 
they should move to the inland. The 
scheduled manoeuvres of tho German 
fleet havo baen postponed on account 
of the weather. 

At six o'clock this evening the water 
reached a depth of three feet in the 
lower streets, and then began slowly 
to recede. A number of the railway 
lines near the coast were compelled 
to suspend traffic owing to the high 
water. The steamer Mlmi stranded 
on a reef outside the harbor, and a 
herring steamer, the Hera is missing, 
and it Is feared she is lost. The Hera 
was nearing Travemunde when she 
disappeared in a heavy snow squall. 

Koenigsburg, Jan. 9. — A heavy snow 
storm prevails throughout northeast- 
ern Germany tonight. All railroad 
trains are seriously delayed, and 
many of the smaller lines have bjeon 
obliged to suspend traffic .until the 
storm abates.

Several Importers of Brit- 
ish whiskeys protested against the tar- 
iff of $2.35 a gallon, when French 
liquors were admitted for $1.75. 

The board, however, held that Great 
Britain was barred by the treaty from 
"the most favored nation" list ,and 
sustained the Collector's charge.

,San Jose, Jan. 9. — Sunset Limited 
Express, No. 10, southbound on the 
Southern Pacific, running an hour 
late, was wrecked tonight at Bucker, 
25 miles south of here. 

Mrs. A. P. Boyd, of Portland, Ore- 
gon, and her little son were killed. A 
tramp is also reported killed. Eight- 
een injured aro being treated at tho 
Gllroy hospital. 

Tho cause of the wreck is unknown 
at this time. • Two coaches were over- 
turned on tho tracks and one thrown 
into the country road.

London, Jan. 9. — It was announced 
on December 15, that Alfred Stead, 
son of W. T. Stead, editor of the Re- 
view of Reviews, was dead. This 
was an error. Alfred Stead Is — alive 
and is filling the position of Consul 
General of Roumania in London. His 
brother, William died suddenly last 
month, and tho mistake arose through 
confusing tho name of tho two broth- 
era. 



Toronto, Jan. 9. — That there is un- 
rest in India is stated by Rev. Dr. 
McKay, secretary of the Presbyterian 
Foreign Missionary society, who has 
just returned after a year and a half's 
visit to the East. It is felt everywhere, 
it is talked about everywhere and it is 
the cause of much anxiety, however 
Britishers may whistle to keep up 
courage. It is another phase of the 
new life that is stirring in all the East 
—India for the Indians, China for the 
Chinese and Japan for the Japanese. 

Great Britain is educating India 
away from a colonial up to an in- 
dependent state, and it ought to be 
said that Britain is doing so honorably. 

The Japanese have great influence 
in all the East, even in India, but 
Japan cannot, control China. Tho 
Chinese hate the Japanese, and the 
fact that they do not resist Japanese 
aggressiveness more vigorously is duo 
to tho fact that they aro 'afraid. They 
are not yet ready to stand up for their 
rights, but when the day comes thero 
will be a struggle, unless Japan modi- 
fies her pUicles. 

CHIMESE°RI0TERS 

Presbyterian Missionary Chapol and 
School Burned in Province of 
Che-Kiang 



.Shanghai, Jan. 9. — Rioters at Kla- 
Hsing-Fu, a town in tho province of 
Che-Kiang, have burned the Protest- 
ant chapel and school there. The of- 
ficial residence of tho local magis- 
trate also waB destroyed. The for- 
eigners at Kia-Hsing-Fu are safe. 

There has been considerable unrest 
recently in this province, but the 
disorders have been directed principal- 
ly against the dynasty. 

Tho Presbyterian Church South, in 
the United States, has maintained a 
missionary establishment at Kal- 
Hsing-Fu since 1895. In 1906, thero 
were three missionaries and their 
wives, one woman missionary, and 
several native workers at the station. 

Conservation of Ottawa Water 

Ottawa, Jan. 9.— The Dominion gov- 
ernment has been formally asked to 
undertake the work of conserving the 
headwaters of the Ottawa river In 
order to provide an ample and steady 
flow of water at all seasons of the 
year for the purposes of lumbering, 
power productions and navigation. 
Favorable conslderatoln Is promised. 



Dr. Margolese Arrested 

Winnipeg, Jan 9. — The crown at- 
torney's department received word 
this afternoon, from the chief of detec- 
tives in Montreal that he had arrest- 
ed Dr. Margoleso for them. A war- 
rant will be sent down and the doc- 
tor brought back by provincial con- 
stable Chittick, w'/o is at present at 
Montreal.

JURORS ACCEPTED 
NOW NUMBER SEVEN 



One More Passes All Tests — 
Thaw Defence Has Act- 
ress Witness 



New York, Jan. 9. — One new sworn 
juror was added to the Harry K. Thaw 
trial panel today, making seven in all, 
selected from the four hundred tales- 
men summoned since the beginning of 
the second hearing on Monday. An- 
other panel of 100 will report tomor- 
row morning. Justice Dovvling has 
announced that he will hold court on 
Saturday, if necesary to complete the 
jury. - ■ • 

At tho time of the luncheon recess 
today, the box was filled with six per- 
manent and six temporary Jurors, but 
peremptory challenges swept all of the 
provisional men away. Just before 
the adjournment hour at six o'clock, 
when today's venire had been ex- 
hausted, five temporary jurors had 
again been selected to fill the back 
row vacancies, but once more the ar- 
bitrary challenges were brought into 
play, and all but one of the men on 
probation were allowed to go. 

The sole survivor of tho day, who 
took his place as trial juror No. 7, 
was William F. Doolittle, chief clerk 
in the auditing department of the New 
York Central railway. The rate of 
progress was not gratifying either to 
the prosecution or the defense, and 
better things ai'e hoped for tomorrow. 
At the close of today's work the prose- 
cution had employed fourteen of their 
thirty challenges allowed by law, and 
the defense had expended nineteen. 
Tho court can, in its discretion, in- 
crease the number of challenges al- 
lowed either side, and last year, at 
the first trial, Justice Fitzgerald did 
so. 

Patrick McCue, a hat manufacturer, 
furnished the only bit of color to tho 
proceedings today by declaring that 
he had never heard of the case. Con- 
sequently he had no disqualifying 
opinion, and was placed on the tem- 
porary side of the trial panel, only to 
be excused peremptorily later on. 

Just before the beginning of the 
morning session of the trial today. At- 
torney Daniel O'Reilly announced that 
a subpoena for the defence had ' been 
served on Miss Edna Goodrich, the 
actress, who is playing hero this week 
in support of a well known star in 
repertoir. Miss Goodrich failed to ap- 
pear in response to a subpoena last 
year. Mrs. Evelyn Ncsbitt Thaw on 
the stand at the first trial declared 
that It was Miss Goodrich who first 
introduced her to Stanford White and 
took her to luncheon with him. 

A messenger from O'Reilly's office 
sat in the audience of tho theatre 
where the young actress is playing all 
yesterday evening and last night, and 
finally served the papers upon her, Mr. 
O'Reilly says, as she left the theatre 
at 11:30 p. m. It wns intended to 
serve the papers after the matinee, but 
Miss Goodrich had dinner served in 
her dressing room. 

Young Mrs. Thaw had to make her 
way through a group of several hun- 
dred people which stood outside the 
criminal court building when she came 
down town for the morning session. 
Several policemen had to he called to 
clear a passageway through tho 
throng. 



Tunnel Work Stopped 

Windsor, Out. Jan. 9— Because 18 
or 20 derrick engineers struck work, 
500 men employed on tho Michigan 
Central railroad tunnel under the De- 
troit river will bo thrown out of em- 
ployment for the remainder of the 
winter. The men declare that wages 
wore cut from 40 to 30 cents an hour, 
and they say they will not return to 
work until the old schedule of -wages 
Is resumed. 



Tunnol Service Good. 

New York, Jan. 9. — Service In the 
new tunnel, by which New York sub- 
way trains were run to Brooklyn today 
for the first time, was more than ample 
to carry the early morning rush of 
passengers from Brooklyn to tho offices 
and stores in Manhattan. Throughout 
the rush hours eight cars were run at 
intervals of about three minutes. Not 
a passenger was compelled to stand up 
in any of the rush hour trains. Most 
of the Brooklyn passengers left tho 
trains at the down-town stations in 
Manhattan after a short und fast trip.

BY ABYSSINIANS 



King Meneiik's Forces Attack 
: and Capture Town Held 
by Italy 



SITUATION IS DISQUIETING 



Uncertainty as to Attack Being 
Made by Meneiik's Or- 
ders 



Rome, Jan. 9. — News has been re- 
ceived of a terrible battle in Italian 
Somaliland, on the oast coast of Afri- 
ca, between the Italian forces there and 
the Abyssinians. 

It is learned on good authority that 
Lugh, tho furthermost Italian station in 
the interior, was besieged by the Abys- 
sinians and destroyed after a desper- 
ate and unequal fight, and its defend- 
ers were killed. 

It is believed here that tho Italian 
government Is concealing a severe re- 
verse in order to prepare the public 
for graver news. j 

The importance of the situation lies) 
In the establishment of tho fact as to 
whether or not the King of Abyssinia 
ttrdered the attack upon the Italians. 
Lugh was garrisoned by only about 250 
natives, under the command of Captain 
Bongiovanni, and the attacking party 
consisted of about two thousand Abys- 
sinians, according to reports received) 
here. The Italian government has or- 
dered the squadron now in the Red Scat 
to proceed to the coast of Somaliland 
in order to protect towns along the 
coast, as the entire territory is garri- 
soned by not more than two thousand 
natives under the command of Italian 
officers. 

At the same time the government has; 
telegraphed to the tlallan legation at 
Addis Abeba, the capital of Abyssinia, 
Instructing tho Italian minister to pre- 
sent a protest to King Menelik against 
the violation of the status quo. Italy 
holds Lugh through an agreement con- 
cluded with the Sultan of that terri- 
tory in 1895, which, however, was never! 
ratified by King Menelik, who consid- 
ered Lugh a portion of his territory, 
Lugh is nearly thirty days from the; 

The dominion of Italy in Africa ex- 
tends over an area of about 90,000 
square miles, with a coast lino of 670 
miles. The population, which is no- 
madic, is estimated at 450,000. The 4 
country is largely in the hands of na- 
tivo chiefs, and is undeveloped as yet. 

By various decrees, between 1890 and 
1901, the Italian possessions were con- 
stituted as the colony of Eritrea. Dur- 
ing the early part of this period, Italy 
succeeded in annexing a very exten- 
sive territory, but, in 1896, an Italian 
army met with a crushing defeat, and 
after the treaty of Addis Abeba tho 
whole of the country to the south of 
the Marob, the Belesla and Muna 
rivers were restored to Abyssinia. 

By treaties in 1900 between Italy and 
Abyssinia, and in 1902, between Great 
Britain, Italy and Abyssinia, the fron- 
tiers of Eritrea were considerably 
modified. 

In 1906 the population consisted o{ 
275,000 natives and 3,948 Europeans, 
Inclusive of military forces, 2,333 ot 
whom were Italians. 



JACK LO NDON OVERDUE 

Fails to Roach Marquesas Islands on 
■ Time — Friends Anxious About 
Party's Safety 



San Francisco, Jan. 9. — Friends o£ 
Jack London, the author, arc begin- I 
ning to feel alarmed over his failure 
to arrive at the Marquesas islands, 
which he was expected to reach early 
in December. 

London left Hilo, Hawaii, on Oct. 7 
Inst in his boat, tho Snark, for Mar- 
quesas, and is about a month overdue. 
It is supposed that tho Snark, which 
is equipped with a gasoline engine, is 
drifting about as tho result of injury 
to her machnery.

It was 
learned later last night that outside 
the waterworks zone the disease was 
quite as prevalent. 

Among several old and feeble or very 
young persons, serious conditions have 
developed, hut no fatalities have so far 
resulted in consequence of the strange 
epidemic.

HACKMEN IN TROUBLE 
IN THEPSLICE COURT 

One Escapes' on Technicality, 
' 'Other 'Adjourned— Arrest 
That Was Not Made 



Two hackmcn figured ' n ^ no l'dicc 
court yesterday, and one of them, An- 
drew Bayntun, only escaped a line 
through. Jills counsel, William C. Mores- 
by, pointing out that the bylaw ' in 
contravention of "which the offence was 
committed was only indicated by num- 
ber Instead of by its legal name In the 
summons issued, the number . being 
placed there for convenience of refer- 
ence only, and not forming part of Its 
legal description as proscribed in the 
last clause, thereof. 

Magistrate Jay, In saying that he 
was obliged to dismiss the ease on the 
legal point raised, read the accused a 
severe lecture and said that: but for 
the informality a substantial . line 
would have been inflicted.- It ap- 
pears from the evidence that Bayntun 
with other hackrrien were lining up 
outside Government house the night 
of Hie recent Cinderella ball, and was 
backing ids horses on >' the grass. 
Upon being stopped h stable Pry 

lie indulged in a vollej .bscene lan- 
guage which resulted n. his being 
summoned. 

The other jehU in trouble was James 
Btrnay, accused of assaulting Benja- 
min Taylor, A. C. Flumerfelt's coach- 
man, at the C. P. R. wharf the other 
day. According to Taylor's story be 
had drawn up to the sidewalk to take 
up his employer when the accused 
drove his horses against the witness' 
team witli the result that one of his 
animals stumbled over the high side- 
walk. Tile accused was not crowded 
on the other side by a vehicle anil so 
had plenty of room, but refused to 
make way. The witness said he was 
driving high-spirited animals Whc< 
would not stand rough usage so he 
struck the nearest of the accused's 
horses with the result that It sheered 
off, giving him room. At that the ac- 
cused aimed a severe blow' at his face 
with his whip, which he managed to 
receive across his shoulders by jump- 
ing up. He produced a white coat 
witli the mark of the whip still visible. 
As Mr. Flumei'felt, is away, and his 
coachman; desires to call him in evi- 
dence, the case was adjourned. . 

• The case of Abel Roy, charged with 
using obscene language was also call- 
ed, and upon the non-appearance of 
the accused, a bench warrant was 
about to be issued for his arrest to 
the evident ' satisfaction of his coun- 
sel, William " C. ''Moresby, who an- 
nounced that the missing man was to 
be found at his 'ollice. Upon scrutin- 
izing the summons, however, Magis- 
trate Jay observed that the justice of 
the peace by whom it had been is- 
sued had omitted to sign the docu- 
ment. So the warrant of arrest was 
withdrawn and another summons is- 
sued.

WINNIPEG STILL ASKS 
PAST SPECIAL FAVORS 



Have Had the Best of it So 
Long They Cannot Stand 
For Square Deal 



Referring to the despatch printed in 
yesterday's Colonist, stating that the 
AVinnipeg Jobbers' and Shippers' as- 
sociation wero using their best en- 
deavors to induce the railway com- 
mission, which is now sitting at Win- 
nipeg, to cancel the new freight tariffs 
so far as they concern Winnipeg, a 
prominent wholesaler and shipper re- 
marked yesterday that special priv- 
ileges die hard.. , fi , ....... 

"I do hot,'* -said he, "blame the Wln- 
nlpeggors for trying to retain the spe- 
cial position that the railway has given 
them in times past, as it means a great 
"deal of money in their pockets. But _it 
is ridiculous for them to give out state- 
ments to the press, like the one sent 
out from Winnipeg yesterday, to the 
effect that the new Kootenay rates are 
a discrimination against Winnipeg. 

"The facts are that in the past the 
Kootenay district and other inland 
points, which in common justice are 
geographically and naturally territory 
belonging to the coast cities, have been 
a Winnipeg preserve by reason of the 
special rates enjoyed by Winnipeg. The 
result has been that coast merchants 
have not been able to secure a fair 
share of the trade which is properly 
their own, and in many cases, especial- 
ly in the case of more bulky merchan- 
dise, have been unable to compete 
at all. 

"This territory was never legitimate- 
ly Winnipeg's, but she lias had it so 
long that now that justice Is being 
tardily done to the coast, she Is raising 
an outcry. OC course, the new tariffs 
will entail a certain measure of loss to 
her trade in British Columbia, but as 
she only obtained and held that trade 
by discrimination in her favor, she 
cannot fairly complain that she is be- 
ing discriminated against because w'hat 
was never rightfully tier's, is being 
given to those to whom it has_ always 
in justice belonged."

Resolutions Presented at the Recent 
Trades and Labor Council Re- 
garding Coming Elections 



In accordance with the resolution 
adopted at the last session of tho 
Trades and Labor council the resolur 
tions presented by J. T. Stott, of the 
Typographical union, will be sent out 
in circular form lo the various candid- 
ates at the approaching municipal 
elections. Replies are asked prior to 
polling day. Tho circular will read as 
follows: 

"Kir. — I am directed by a committee 
representing the Trades and Labor 
council and several affiliated unions 
to reuuest an answer to tlie follow- 
ing question from you prior to the 
pending election. 

"Will you move or support a reso- 
lution in tho council providing that in 
all tenders called for by the council 
the following clause shall be inserted: 

"The person or company shall make 
a declaration that at the date of ten- 
dering for the contract, he or they 
wero paying, and if his contract be ac- 
cepted, will continue to pay the 
trade union rate of wages to nil men 
in his or their employ, and Is observing 
and will continue to observe the trade 
union schedule of hours and working 
conditions, the onus of proof to rest 
with the contractor. Any breach of 
this clause, shall Involve the cancella- 
tion of the contract and the forfeiture 
of all work completed or in progress 
when such contract is cancelled?" 

In addition to tho above the follow- 
ing is added in the circular to school 
trustees: 

"Will you urge that tho government 
shall undertake tho completion or se- 
cure tho publishing rights of school 
books and ns early as possible com- 
mence to print, publish and supply 
schoolbooks free to all children attend- 
ing the public schools in tho province."

The es- 
timates include the product:-- of the 
farms, mines, fisheries and manufac- 
tures, and the earnings of ships The 
largest single item in the list is un- 
der the heading "Manufactures, Ships 
and Freights," and is $39,SOO,000. Next 
comes the produce of the farms, which 
is put at $23,500,000. Pig. iron, steel 
and steel rails and rods nialte a total 
of $13,635,000. Coal counts for $13,- 
875,000, and coke for $1,925,000. Other 
minerals make up $1,550,000. These 
ligures Justify the claim of the Chr'on 
icle that Nova Scotia is a very pros- 
perous province. 

But if they are encouraging to the 
people of the far Eastern section of 
the Dominion, what shall be said of 
tho manner in which they should be

three centuries. Vancouver Island Is 
on tho threshold of what is about to 
become the greatest highway in tlio 
world. 

AVe ask ^Colonist readers to ponder 
over those things. Nothing can be 
more eloquent than facts, for they 
must carry conviction with them. 
Speaking at Halifax, Earl Grey said: 

Anyone making a fair and impartial 
investigation of your -material resour- 
ces and able to form a correct esti- 
mate of the effect of climate and posi- 
tion on the life and character of peo- 
ple, can only rise from ills investiga- 
tion with one conviction, and that is, 
if you do not reach greatness you have 
only yourselvod to blame. 

The Colonist heartily endorses tlvis 
sentiment. It looks forward to a timo 
when Nova Scotia will far surpass 
her present prosperity, when she can 
fairly lay a claim to what iho Gover- 
nor-General calls greatness. But do 
not his words apply to our own Is- 
land with equal force? We do not in- 
tend to pursue tho thought or to pre- 
sent those considerations which come 
crowding in upon us as we think over 
wlfat is disclosed by the statements 
above set forth. We only ask Coloirist 
readers to consider them. The im- 
mensity of British Columbia some- 
times makes us unmindful of the 
vast possibilities near at hand. It 
also has a natural tendency to cause 
the people of' other parts of the prov- 
ince to underestimate the importation 
of this Island. To Canadians as a 
whole, Vancouver Island is little more 
than a geographical expression. But 
what has been above set out shows 
that it has equal potentialities with 
one of the llnest of Canadian prov- 
inces. Surely it is time that the people 
of the Island awoke to a realization of 
their limitless opportunities.

regarded by British Columbians 
have in this province approximately 
200,000 white people, and Asiatics. Of 
tho items in the Nova Scotia list, 
there are three for which we have no 
corresponding product in this prov- 
ince, namely, pig iron, steel and steel 
rails and rods. These have only re- 
cently become prominent features of 
tho produce o* the Eastern province. 
We are without statistics of manufac- 
tures, ships and freights for British 
Columbia. All these items amount' to 
nearly one-half the total produce of 
Nova Scotia, and they leave the yield 
of the forest, farms, mines and fisher- 
ies ijf that province, which s are the 
items upon, which we have 'estimate.-; 
available' in British Columbia, at $53,- 
SOO.000, and this is substantially the 
value of the produce of those inlus- 
tries in this province as estimated by 
the government officers. In other 
words, the products of British Colum- 
bia In the four lines mentioned aver- 
age $265 per head of the population, 
while those of Nova Scotia average 
$100 per head of the population. If we 
include the value of the iron and steel 
products In the Nova Scotia list, and 
they may fairly be embraced in the 
product of the mines, we get the per 
capita production of that province as 
$136. If we take into consideration 
the manufactures, ships and freights, 
we have Nova Scotia's per capita pro- 
duction as $214. What we would have 
to add to British Columbia's per cap- 
ita of $265, If wo were able to include 
in it the manufactures, ships and 
freights, we are of course unable to 
say. We make this comparison not 
with the desire to depreciate the pros- 
perity of Nova Scotia, which is really 
one of the most prosperous places in 
the world, but to show the exceptional 
position of British Cilumbia. 

But if the above figures are of in- 
terest to the province at large, how 
much more so are they to the people 
of Vancouver Island. This island is 
not much smaller than Nova Scotia, 
including Cape Breton. The area of 
the eastern province is 21,000 square 
miles., whilethat of Vancouver Island 
is 10,000. There is no source of wealth 
enjoyed by that province which this 
island does not possess. It has 
coal; so has Vancouver Island. It has 
fisheries; so has Vancouver Island. 
It has forest wealth; so has Vancou- 
ver Island; although the forests of tho 
latter are Incalculably greater than 
those of the former. Nova Scotia has 
iron deposits; so has Vancouver Is 
land, and apparently they are nior, 
extensive than those of the eastern 
province. Nova Scotia ;has agricul 
tural land and a very favorable cllm 
ate for farming; so has Vancouver Is 
land. We are ;unable to estimate tho 
tillable area on the island, but wo 
know that the tilled area in Nova 
Scotia is under ;200,000 acres, and we 
hardly think that anyone will deny 
that there 13 more than that acreago 
on Vancouver Island that ;can be 
profitably cultivated. Mr. J. H. Grey's 
estimate of the agricultural land along 
the line surveyed by ;him for a rail- 
way from Campbell river to Port Ru- 
pert, that is a part of the northerly 
third of . the island, was 140,- 
000 acres. Nova Scotia has 
an admirable geographical posi- 
tion on the Atlantic seaboard of the 
continent, but it is certainly relatively 
no better than that of Vancouver Is- 
land on tho Pacific seaboard. Nova 
Scotia has attractions for tourists 
and summer visitors, which are un- 
surpassed on the eastern coast of 
America, but Vancouver Island can 
claim even greater attractions in this 
respect. Nova Scotia Is In the track

ing country, but every intelligent per- 
son in Victoria knows that, while Mr, 
Adams could possibly have no other 
guide than the past record of growth, 
the immediate future cannot be judged 
from the past. The period of safety, 
note the Mayor says safety not suf- 
ficiency; is estimated upon Ih'o 
strength of past development at twen- 
ty-five years. If the development is 
more rapid it will be less than twenty - 
five years, and how much less no one 
can say. It may be fifteen years, or 
if tho country settles up, as we 'all 
hope it will, it may be only ten years. 
But whenever the limit of safety is 
reached there must of necessity be a 
period of doubtful safety preceding it. 
When will Elk Lake begin to be un- 
safe? Can some one tell us that? 
The proposal is that we shall adopt 
Elk Lake as a, source of supply for a 
growing city for tho next quarter of 
a century, although we are informed 
on expert authority that at the expira- 
tion of that time it will no longer be 
safe to take the water from that 
source, and no living man can tell us 
how much sooner than twenty-five 
years the period of safety will ter- 
minate. This is certainly a very seri- 
ous state of things, and we feel we 
would not be doing our duty to the 
citizens if we did not point it out. 
We make no comment.

haste now that the report has been 
received. We most certainly did urge 
that the report should be placed in 
the hands of the citizens at the earli- 
est possible day. The expression used 
in the editorial was "submitted to the 
citizens." There is a wide difference 
between submitting a report to the, 
citizens and submitting .a by-law to 
the ratepayers. The report was' re- 
ceived shortly after this editorial ap- 
peared; that Is, a part of it was re- 
ceived, and perhaps wo are not very 
far astray in supposing that Mr. 
Adams ' was instructed to hurry for- 
ward an abstract of the report, if the 
whole was not ready, because of what 
The Colonist said. On December 3rd 
we commented upon a proposal made 
by the Mayor that a plebiscite should 
be taken as;-, to the general ' plan of 
water supply to be adopted. We 
pointed .out that in the preliminary 
report of Mr. Adams sufficient data 
were not given to enable anyone to 
form an intelligent Judgment, and we 
hardly think that this proposition can 
be disputed. In the same article was 
the first and only reference to thq 
proposed by-law In which haste was 
deprecated. The language used was 
as follows: "Alderman Henderson pro- 
poses that the city shall go ahead and 
improve Elk lake on the lines sug- 
gested by Mr. Adams. In view of the 
fact that in a little over two weeks 
the municipal elections will be on, 
we have great doubt as to the desira- 
bility of submitting any such propos- 
als in tile meanwhile. Anything of the 
kind is likely to be defeated, for the 
reason that the ratepayers will not know 
who will expend the money." In re- 
gard to the merits of the proposed by- 
law, two editorials appeared, and both 
were confined to pointing out that 
metering was an essential feature of 
it. These editorials appeared on the 
3rd and 4th days of the present month. 
We venture to suggest to those people 
who are going about the streets mis- 
representing what this paper has said, 
that they ought to confini themselves 
to the facts. They cannot find in The 
Colonist anything in the nature of a 
suggestion for delay except until such 
time as the ratepayers will know 
who shall have the expenditure of the 
money voted. What we said about 
the meters was confirmed by Mr. Ray 
mur, the Water Commissioner, at 
Wednesday night's meeting. 

But the most important statement 
in connection witli Elk Lake made 
at that meeting will be found in the 
following extract from our report of 
Wednesday night's meeting: 

To Mr. Paterson, who asked if it 
were a fact that after all the discus- 
sion on water matters during the past 
year or two, it was not yet known 
what was the extent of tho Elk Lake 
watershed. Mr. Raymur said it had 
never been surveyed Ipropfcrlji , and 
Mayor Morley declared that Mr. 
Adams was well aivlire that Elk Lake 
presented a great many more possi- 
bilities, but he was also aware that It 
would not be a very good section, say 
In twenty-five years, when the district 
had become settled, and so rendered 
unsafe for further use. Rather than 
stay longer than that period Mr. 
Adams had advised going to another 
source. 

It would occur to tho ordinary in- 
dividual that one of the first tilings 
that ought to have been ascertained 
is tho capacity of tho Elk Lake water- 
shed, but this exceedingly Important 
matter has been disregarded. Why 
it has been disregarded Is pcrhiaps 
ascertainable from tho observations ■ 
of the Mayor, which seem to mean 
that Mr. Adams did not think it worth 
while going Into that phase of tho 
question, for tho reason that within 
twenty-five years he did not consider 
it would bo safe to use tho lake as a 
source of supply. Tho estimates made 
by Mr. Adams are based upon the past 



When the Colonist asked Mr. Bor- 
den to send a Christmas message to 
its readers, it had. no* Other thought 
than that it would be a pleasant thing 
to have at a season of the year when 
the minds of the people were taken a 
little out of the ordinary routine, and 
in responding to oW request it was 
evident that Mr. Borden simply fell 
in with the motive prompting the re- 
quest and expressed thoughts that 
animated him as a true Canadian 
speaking to true Canadians.

Mr. Borden's 
noble words have been reproduced 
throughout Canada, and there is prob- 
ably hardly an English reader in the 
Dominion who has not seen them tfnd 
been touched by the lofty spirit per 
vading them. In illustration of what 
we say we quote the following from 
the St. John Telegraph: 

At the request of the Victoria Col- 
onist Mr. R. L. Borden sent to that 
journal a Christmas message.- His 
words are being quoted widely in ihe 
newspapers of several provinces, and 
many praise the breadth .of view and 
the-, true Canadian note they express, 
Mr. Borden wrote, in part: 

"Prom the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
across great provinces, each endowed 
with the resources of an empire, 
across far spreading prairies and 
through giant mountains, crowned 
with the snows of eternity, fly the 
messages of peace and good will from 
kinsmen to kinsmen, from family to 
family, from friend to friend at this 
Christmas tide. 

"Our country bounds two oceans, 
but let the season remind us that, 
by the traditions of tho past and the 
hopes of the future, in sentiment and 
aspiration in all that shall serve to 
uplift our national life and develop 
out national resources, there must be 
no East or West, but one united Can- 
ada; and let that Canada be Inspired 
by a spirit of high resolve, of earnest 
and patriotic endeavor, of general 
emulation which shall find her the 
place that Is her due among the great 
dominions of the Empire and among 
the nations of the earth. 

"If there has been some temporary 
check to our national prosperity, this 
may bid US remember that the spirit 
of tho market place should not be 
dominant and that national greatness 
cannot be firmly based on material 
wealth alone." 

In commenting upon the foregoing 
message the Ottawa Free Press (Lib.) 
says: 

"However much one may differ with 
the political policy of the Conserva- 
tive party, no one can deny that its 
leader is animated by a broad spirit 
of national sentiment and that he is 
determined as is Sir Wilfred Laurier 
himself to inculcate into the people 
of this Dominion a pride in its pos- 
sibilities and a confidence in its fu- 
ture. Mr. Borden has manifested this 
spirit upon many an occasion, but 
never in better terms than in the 
gmessage which he sent to the people 
of British Columbia through tiio Vic- 
toria Colonist. When the leaders of 
the political parties of Canada are 
animated by such patriotic ideals as 
are the Premier and the leader of the 
Opposition, it will be the fault of the 
people themselves if they do not reach 
the highest pinnacle of nationhood and 
make Canada a country worthy of tho 
lineage and of its potentialities."

His talk was a puddle of revolu- 
tionary nonsense. Ho was internally a 
mass of darkness. I used to meet him 
often In the street, mostly about 
Sloane square. His face had a melan- 
choly look that was rather affecting 
at first, but I soon recognized that It 
was tho sadness of an opera singer 
who cannot got encouragement. When 
I heard of him afterwards as em- 
peror, I said to myself, "Gad, sir,

Whistler, Carlyle described as the 
"most absurd creature on the face of 
the earth." Ho thought that the painter 
was more concerned to depict his coat 
than his face. Browning lie liked as 
a man to a notable extent, but he 
could not away with his poetry. "He 
Ingeniously twists up the English lan- 
guage into riddles. " Burns, ho de- 
clared' was the greatest poet since 
Shakespeare— as for Koats, ho wanted' 
to live in a "world of treacle."

One of tho most hopeful signs of 
the times is that the press and people 
of Eastern Canada are beginning to 
comprehend the facts in regard to 
the Asiatic immigration problem as it 
affects British Columbia. For a con- 
siderable period it was exasperating 
to find "it disposition to scoff at the 
;j ! whoIe matter as a trivial thing born 
:hot "rabid' trades' unionism," as some 
;",of the critics of the situation were 
' .pleased to put it. However, a change 
has come over the spirit of their 
dreams, and thus we find many of 
• the leading newspapers discussing the 
subject in so sensible a fashion as the 
following, which we take from the 
Montreal Star': 

A street fight in a British Columbia 
dty in whi-:h Japanese are engaged, 
has a significance sufficient to make 
Britain uneasy. The significance is 
the amount of loose powder lying 
around waiting for explosion. Yet it 
probably meant nothing more than 
that the Japanese are unduly pardeky 
over the possibilities of another at- 
tack by rowdies, possibly imported 
from the American cities. It is idle 
to say that there is no danger when 
tho accidental breaking of a window 
will precipitato a miniature riot, re- 
vealing the fact that a part of the 
population are armed. But this is a 
case for police regulation rather than 
diplomacy. Possibly the attitude of 
the people of British Columbia will be 
changed y If Mr. Lemleux can bring us 
home a statement from the Japanese 
government that they are about to 
check immigration from their country 
with such effective measures as to re- 
duce what looks like a menace to an 
inconsiderable dribble- In the mean- 
time, any influx from Hawaii should 
be sternly stopped. Tho situation is 
too dangerous for us to play with the 
matter by permitting individual labor 
agents to enrich themselves by what 
is practically a breach of agreement. 

Not only the Canadian Clubs but 
the general public throughout Canada 
are displaying a gratifying interest in 
the project of His Excellency the 
Governor-General, having for its pur- 
pose the preservation of the historic 
battlefield of Quebec City, the Plains 
of Abraham, There is not the slight- 
est doubt that the Plains of Abraham 
are, to the people of both races, oc- 
cupying the Dominion,, sacred ground. 
In this connection, the Toronto Mall 
and Empire says: 

Tho scheme for the rescuing of the 
Plains, and for the establishment of 
a national purk worthy of the drama 
that was performed upon that notable 
Site, is gradually taking shape. No 
doubt the Canadian club.3 will lend 
, (strength to the project. With their 
help, und witli the co-operation of 
other organizations, wo shall be able 
to carry out Herd Grey's suggestion, 
and to make the greatest battlefield 
on tho continent creditable to the 
country to which it belongs. 

There is ample evidence to war- 
rant the belief that the diplomatic 
corps of Great Britain must be work- 
ing overtime these days in order to 
"keep tab" on happenings in various 
quarters of the globe calculated to im- 
perial Interests. British Columbians 
are probably of the opinion that this 
province is furnishing a fairly good 
quantity of material to enlist the 
earnest attention of the men who are 
in the position of lookouts for the ship 
of state, but Australia, as George Ham 
would say, "is no slouch, either," as 
may be seen from the following cable 
despatch: 

Melbourne, Jan. 2. — It is alleged that 
a huge conspiracy exists between tho 
Chinese In the colony and their agents 
in China to defeat the Anti-Immigra- 
tion legislation, and that a largo gang 
of white men aro accomplices, and 
have already made immense profits. 
.Premier Deakln lias already taken 
ctops to strengthen the preventive 
meusures. 



Return of tho Enterprise, — Tho 
steamer Enterprise returned from the 
Mainland yesterday afternoon, bring- 
ing a few passengers. The Fraser 
being blocked with ice, the Enterprise j f" 5 ' 
ran to the head of Burrard Inlet, bt 
where the passengers embarked in a 
sleigh for New Westminster by tho 
Brighton ' Road which (as the .New 
Westminster Press truthfully observ- 
ed a few weeks ago) is in a state dan- 
gerous to both life and limb of trav- 
ellers. The sleigh soon broke down in 
one of tho ruts. The cold was intense, 
and the walk of ten miles from the 
Inlet to New Westminster most tin-' 
comfortable, in addition to being ex- 
tra hazardous. At New Westminster, 
tho weather was playing a game of 
"freeze-out" with the inhabitants. The 
thermometer stood at 12 degrees be- 
low zero. No business was doing. 
Tim Frazer, opposite tho "Capital" 
was frozen from shore to shore, and 
loaded sleighs might cross in safety. 
At tho camp, where the officials domi- 
cile, much suffering had occurred in 
consequence of tho severftVof tho wea- 
ther, and the stock of fresh meats 
running short. In tho Columbian of- 
fice tho ink and rollers froze and were 
with difficulty thawed in time to issue 
Wednesday's paper. From Yale, we 
learn that a, Cariboo Express is on the 
way down over the ice. The date of 
its arrival at Burrard Inlet is uncer- 
tain. Six Indians, while on their way 
in a canoe, one day last week, from 
New Westminster to Langley, were 
caught in the ice and all drowned.

London Daily Express — Tho news re- 
ceived from India will be sad reading 
for such eminent patriophobos as Sir 
Henry Cotton, Mr. O'Donnell, and the 
"onco great Daily News." It is a pity 
that Mr. Keir Hardle's advice to the 
Hindu agitators to hold tho Congress 
in England was not offered earlier. It 
would have afforded to 1 the Britisli 
public an excellent object lesson, as 
we hope it lias to Dr. Rutherford, the 
member for Brentford, and Mr. Neviu- 
son, who actually witnessed it. The 
caso of the patriophobes in India has 
been blown sky high. The extremist 
wing has been completely routed, aiid 
will most probably be excluded from 
the further sittings of the Congress. 
Mr. Surendranath Banned i— the same 
gentleman who accepted a crown some 
time since from the hands of his ad- 
mirers— wus howled down when he 
attempted to speak. This good work 
was performed by the delegates from 
Berar, Nagpur and Madras— that is to 
from Central and Southern India. 
Anyone familiar with India can easily 
picture the scene that ensued. Mr. 
Bannerjt is the hero of the Bengal 
agitation, and, in spito of the moder- 
ation lie has lately affected, lias now 
been designated by his follow dele- 
gates as tho prime mover among the 
extremists. If the English people 
wanted a plain proof that the sedition 
in Calcutta and Eastern Bengal does 
not represent the mind of the other 
provinces, they have it now. It could 
hardly have been more emphatic had 
this turbulent scene been enacted hi 
London Instead of at Sura! Tlie 
moderate majority may bo trusted now 
to dissociate itself finally from all tlie 
seditious nonsKiHo manufactured in 
Calcutta, and from the riotous ribal- 
dry of which "Bando Mataram" baa 
been the warcry. 



From Stockholm it is. reported that 
tho new King Gustav has decided not 
to go through the ceremony of coron- 
ation, and in this respect, says the 
London Dally Chronicle, he is only 
following the example of Kaiser Wil- 
liam II, who has never crowned him- 
self king of Prussia, and who has 
never either been crowned as German 
emperor, for the simple reason that 
this would imply his sovereignity over 
Germany, which is only a fiction that 
serves the purpose of our Teutopho- 
bes. 'Only two kings of Prussia have 
crowned themselves as divine right 
monarchs — Frederick I, and William I, 
and the latter only did so in order to 
emphasize tho principle of "a Deo rex, 
a rege lex," which had been somewhat 
shaken by the granting of a Prussian 
constitution in .1850. William II pre- 
ferred to spend his coronation money 
in touring Europe. 

The death of M. Janscn, who erected 
an observatory on the summit of Mont 
Blanc, recalls the fact that this famous 
mountain is among those destined to 
the degradation of a railway. The 
work has been started, and, says the 
Globe, is being pushed forward with 
as much rapidity as possible. Accord- 
ing to the calculations of the engineer 
In charge, the line should bo completed 
in 1911, and its approximate cost will 
be ten millions of francs. The station 
from which it starts is situated at St. 
Gervais, and the route taken will be 
by the Aiguille du Gouter. 

Mont Blanc was first ascended by 
Balmat in 1786, and time was when the 
safe accomplishment of this feat was 
looked upon as the event of a lifetime. 
Sir Charles Fellowes, who reached the 
summit in 1827, stated his opinion that 
"if It ever falls to my lot to dissuade 
a friend from what we have gone 
through I shall consider that I have 
saved his life." To modern moun- 
taineers, however, the ascent by the 
ordinary route is looked upon as an 
easy stroll, and it is to the surround- 
ing aiguilles or spurs of the mastif 
that they turn for more serious climb- 
ing. 

Among those is the famous Grepon, 
first ascended by the lato Mr. Mum- 
mery, and tlie terribly dangerous ai- 
guille Blanche de Peteret, on the Ital- 
ian side of the range. It was on the 
latter that Francis Maitland Balfour, 
tho brilliant brother of the ex-Prime 
Minister, lost his life. No more costly 
toll was ever exacted by the Alps from 
the rank:. 1 of its devotees than when 
the career was cut short of one 'of 
whom it was said by Darwin "that 
as an investigator he was of like rank 
with. Cuvier."

London Standard — The reformers 
and patriots who for twenty-two years 
have kept tlie Indian National Con- 
gress going, closely imitato the meth- 
ods of Irish Nationalists, and it will 
be seen from the report of yesterday's 
proceedings that they can quarrel 
among themselves with Hibernian 
fervour. For tlie matter of that, some 
of the leaders have been at logger- 
heads throughout the year. The choice 
of a president has been a constant 
source of dispute. Mr. Gangadhar 
Tillak, a Mahratta, whose perfcrvid 
patriotism got him into serious dif- 
ficulties with the authorities a few 
years ago, was favored by the ex- 
tremists, but the claims of Dr. Ghose, 
who would probably be described by 
Mr. Tillok as a Hindu counterpart to 
the "nice old gentleman for a quiet 
tea-party," w-as warmly supported by 
the ex-civil servant, Mr. Surendranath 
Bannerji, as well as by most of the 
self-styled "moderates." It may be it's 
well to point out that moderation, as 
understood by the National Congress, 
implies a very limited respect for con- 
stituted authority. Moderates like Dr. 
Ghose may announce that they have no 
sympathy with violent sedition, but, as 
Sir Harvey Adamson said in the Leg- 
islative Council, they have scrupulously 
refrained from showing their dislike 
of extremist methods! in a practical 
way. . "The moderate party in India," 
tho honorable member declared, "c(p 
not recognize the moral • obligations 
that are accepted in every other coun- 
try in the world." It was largely be- 
cause they would not help the au- 
thorities after the Calcutta riots by 
giving evidence against men who had 
been openly preaching sedition that it 
was found necessary to pass a law 
empowering the Government to pro- 
hibit public meetings. Misconception 
would be avoided if the term "moder- 
ate" were restricted to quite a differ- 
ent class of men who, while they hold 
that the time has come to give natives 
of influence, position and capacity a 
voice in the control of public affairs, 
have little sympathy with the aims 'of 
the Congress and less with the moans 
it employs. 

London Daily Mall — Referring to the 
speech of Mr. Smillle, the president, at 
the meeting of -tho Scottish Miners' 
Federation at Glasgow, says: Dealing 
with the price of coal — a matter which 
is of vital concern to tlie householder 
and the manufacturer — Mr. Smillie as- 
serted that Die union was not to blame 
for the recent rise, for, though wages 
have increased 50 per cent, or by Is 9d 
per day, within the past year, the 
miners had now only reached the 
minimum living wage of £2 per week.

Sir — Allow me through tho medium of 
your columns to put a few questions 
suggestively ancnt the water proposed 
by-law and the reports upon which it 
was based- 

I notice that cross-compound horizon- 
tal condensing pumping engines are -spe- 
cified to deal with four million gallons 
per day pumping against a head of 180' 
feet. 

Why should horizontal engines, bo se- 
lected when the trend of modern prac- 
tice is in the direction of vertical en- 
gines or more correctly speaking, in- 
verted vertical engines. Vertical en- 
gines have proved their superiority over 
horizontals for most purposes and prac- 
tical reasons alone are sufficient to 
lend to their adoption.

J. W. arahaine and wife of Kitsilas 
Canyon, are in the city on a visit. This 
is Mr. Grahame's first visit to the 
south in eighteen years. For the past 
four years he has been In the Domin- 
ion government telegraph service in 
the upper interior and for the three 
years prior to that in the same employ 
in tlw Yukon. This is his first visit 
to Victoria, though his wife, who was 
born at a mission station on the Naas 
river and is the daughter of a mission- 
ary, has been south several times. 

With Mrs. Grahame and a crew of 
nine, Mr. Grahame left Kitsilas in a 
canoe Dec. 17. They have made the 
passage of the Skeena the latest ever 
known. Their trip was a rough and 
stormy one and for 22 miles their 
canoe was forced through ice. Snow- 
falls were heavy a nd frequent, but the 
trip was made without accident. 

Mr. Grahame noW enters the em- 
ploy of the provincial government and 
will be stationed under W. Manson, at 
Prince Rupert. With his wife he will 
leave for tho north immediately after 
the opening of tho house. 

The weather has been 'cold in the 
interior this winter and the snowfall 
has been heavy. It is not to be com- 
pared with that of h.at year and rain 
has been more frequent. There is ab- 
solutely no truth in the reports of a 
shortage of provisions. In 'his ware- 
house, Mr. Grahame has stored 65 tons 
of Hudson's Bay provisions, 150 tons 
of Grand Trunk Pacific supplies, and 
40 tons of the stores of the Northwest 
Supply company, all foodstuffs. 

Three miles below Kitsilas, Foley 
Bros, have 150 men working on the 
branch of the Grand Trunk Pacillc 
from Kitsilas to Kit! mat. They are 
engaged on rockwork and their pro- 
gress Is slow. 

On the government trail between the 
same two points 75 men are employed. 
Business generally in the north is good. 
J. Patterson, the general merchant 
and hotel keeper at Kitsilas is pros- 
pering. 

Mining generally is good and fair 
progress is being made on the Toulon 
and Golden Crown claims. 

Though this is his first visit to 
Victoria, Mr. Grahame has a good 
knowledge of conditions here. He has 
been a subscriber for the Colonist for 
the past ten years.

RECEIPTS HEAVIEST 
PROVINCE EVER KNEW 



Returns From Timber During 
Present Fiscal Year Great- 
ly Exceed Former Years 



The receipts from timber for tho 
month of. December lust ' were the 
largest for any one month in the his- 
tory of the province. From all sources 
connected with timber, the province 
received $234,451.07, making the figure 
for the lirst six months of the present 
fiscal year $958,125.63, an increase of 
$390,794.38 over the receipts for the 
same per'lod of tho fiscal year of 1907. 

The receipts for December were 
nearly $100,000 more than the receipts 
during the heaviest month of the fiscal 
year preceeing, which was May last, 
when from timber the province rea- 
lized $140,060.35. Each of the last four 
months have surpassed that total, the 
heaviest prior to December being No- 
vember, when the provincial treasury- 
was enriched by 8191,883.01, 

As usual, the heaviest source were 
the fees from timber licenses. The 
total amount from that source was 
$224,871.

WOMEN ANDJHE SCHOOLS 

In his address before the Seattle 
Ministerial Federation, Frank !!. 
Cooper, superintendent of city schools, 
said "the public here is most liberal 
in Its attitude toward the schools," but 
added that the public is sometimes 
"liable to be apathetic/' and that there- 
in lies a real peril, Mr. Cooper added: 

"If there Is ever a time the schools 
are in grave peril, the rescue lies with 
the women of the city. I hope to see 
a time when the women will appreciate 
and consider it their duty to partici- 
pate hi school elections." 

It is a curious commentary on the 
indifference or forgetfulliie'ss of the age. 
I hat woman's share In education, and 
In other processes which have made 
for practical culture, is so frequently 
underestimated or entirely overlooked. 
The tie between the school and the 
home is intimate and tender. Women, 
because of the part they must play in 
giving shape and strength to the char- 
acter of the child, should always re- 
main In close touch with every policy 
and every practice having aught to 
do with the educational processes of 
the community, it is one of woman's 
Supreme missions In life to help train 
the child to feel deeply, to think cor- 
rectly, and to act the part always of 
the good man or woman.

Women as Booking Clerks 

In London I hear that another em- 
ployment will soon be open to women, 
for which hitherto only men have been 
considered fitted, viz., that of booking- 
clerk at the district and underground 
railways. The London Electric Rail- 
ways are considering the proposal, and 
very likely they will also follow suit. 
It is, however, not easy work, and I 
should think it better adapted for men 
than women, as the hours are long — 
in some cases they have to lie at their 
posts at 5 a. m. — and though not very 
laborious, still there is much standing 
and a certain monotony about it which 
one would think would hardly appeal 
to women. The candidates will have 
to give proof of good character, health 
and smartness, and owing to the early 
hours will be required to live near to 
the stations on which they are em- 
ployed. It is further proposed that 
they shall wear a neat and suitable 
uniform— -Birmingham .Post.

HERE AND THERE 

The following extract from the Chi- 
cago Evening Journal indicates that 
women are to blame, for the present 
financial stringency In the United 
States, in so far as their extravagant 
habits have contributed to it. 

If the panic has no more effect than 
forcing a comparatively small number 
of women to relinquish luxurios which 
add, after all, but little to the grace 
and beauty of life, and not at all to 
its comfort, little harm would be done. 

It Is, however, the people who purr 
chase none, of these luxuries who will 
be the chief sufferers — the mechanics' 
wives and daughters and the laborers' 
children. So wonderfully complex is 
our civilization — so much does one 
class depend on the other — that the 
very fact that the opulent are forced 
to forego many of their luxuries, 
works hardship to their poorer sisters. 
There are thousands or women thrown 
out of employment because the belles 
of society must do without beautiful 
dresses, and whole factories will be 
closed on account of their sale of car- 
riages and automobiles. The Journal 
says: 

"That women were the chief suf- 
ferers from the late financial strin- 
gency is shown by the fact that the 
decrease in American demand for dia- 
monds has caused the De Beers Com- 
pany to pass the deferred dividend 
and to reduce work in the mines to 
five days a week. 

"Very few men wear diamonds. 
Nearly all the stones that are pur- 
chased arc intended for the adorn- 
ment of women. If purchases have 
fallen off, then women must have 
purchased fewer jewels. 

"This bearing of the temporary hard 
times on women is demonstrated by 
other things. Shopping in the big 
stores, which are all almost exclusive- 
ly for women, was reduced for some 
weeks. Milliners and dressmakers felt 
the effects of the stringency. Furriers 
and even candy stores reported re- 
duced business. 

"Man's wants, even if the man is a 
millionaire, are comparatively few. 
Even the most extravagant of men 
cannot spend on his wardrobe any- 
thing like the sum his wife thinks 
necessary for hers. If it were not for 
women, most men would live simply. 
There would be no great establish- 
ments such as now line tlie boule- 
vards. Not nearly so many horses, 
carriages and automobiles would be 
purchased. Jewels would be almost 
unsalable, and costly furs would be a 
drug on the market. 

"Woman is the source of most of the 
activities of, the world. Without her 
life would be much simpler than It is, 
and how much less enjoyable!" 

Victoria is not the only city that 
displays apathy in connection with the 
election of school trustees. On the 
eve of the Municipal election in To- 
ronto the Mail and Empire deplores 
the want of interest taken in educa- 
tional matters. In an article which 
might have been written in Victoria 
today it said: 

"The marking of the educational 
ballot papers is for the most part 
merely incidental to the more interest- 
ing civic business of voting for Mayor, 
controllers and aldermen. It seems 
Impossible to rouse public enthusiasm 
in the extremely important questions 
pertaining to the management of the 
schools." 

"It seems as if many people believe 
that when once the educational ma- 
chine is set in motion it will go on 
forever without needing any great at- 
tention. The people of such communi- 
ties may find, when it is too late, that 
their children will be outstripped in 
the race of life by those whose pa- 
rents displayed a keener and more in- 
telligent interest in their future wel- 
fare. 

If children are to go to school it is 
essential that their training shall be 
the best possible. Good schools can- 
not, be. maintained without efficient 
management and supervision. Their 
control is in the hands of the board 
of school trustees. If Victoria expects 
to take the place to which nature has 
called her, our schools should be the 
best in Canada. In this matter no 
parent has a right to skirk his re- 
sponsibility of trying to get the best 
men possible to offer their services 
to the schools and of voting for the 
best who offer.

A "Period" Room

TRIED RECIPES 



Chocolate Sponge Sandwiches 

Eggs, three, sugar, three ounces, 
flour, four ounces, half a lemon. 

Chocolate Icing 

Eggs, two, sugar, a quarter of a 
pound, chocolate, three ounces. 

Put the sugar, finely pounded, into 
a bowl, and break the eggs into it; 
beat for throe-quarters of an hour. 
Add the grated rind of tlie lemon. Mix 
the flour In well and bake immediately 
on a flat pan lined with paper. "When 
done turn it over and wet the paper 
a little with a pastry brush to get it 
off. Spread half the surface with ap- 
ricot jam and use the remaining half 
for the top of the sandwich. For ic- 
ing, beat the whites of two eggs to a 
stiff froth. Melt the chocolate in a 
saucepan with a little water and mix 
it with the sugar." Stir into it the 
! white froth of the beaten eggs when 
I cool. Spread the chocolate mixture 
j over the top of the sandwiches. Cut 
into any shapes that are liked. 

Kidney Soup 

Ingredients — Take 1 lb. of bullock's 
kidney, cut it small after removing 
all skin, and fry lightly in butter, with 
a stick of celery cut into two-inch 
lengths, and a shallot. 

Method— Place all in a stew-pan, 
add seasonings of pepper and salt, and 
one quart more of stock, thicken with 
butter and browned flour, and servo 
very hot. The stock should be prop- 
erly seasoned with herbs and vege- 
tables. Any quantity of soup may be 
made from these proportions, accord- 
ing to the size of the party. Scatter 
chopped parsley over immediately be- 
fore serving. 

Nut Custard 

Nuts may be added to boiled or 
baked custard, almonds, hickory and 
walnuts or pecan being the favorite 
varieties. The almonds should be 
blanched and cut inijo strips, tlie 
other varieties coarsely chopped. For 
baked custard they are placed in the 
cup or dish and the. uncooked mix- 
ture poured over them before placing 
in the oven, but they should be stirred 
into boiled custard as it is taken from 
the fire. In either case add a. few 
drops of vanilla or lemon flavoring. 

Meat Souffle 

Melt one tablespoonful of butter. 
Add one tablsepoonful of flour. Pour 
on, stirring constantly, one cup scald- 
ed milk. Add one-third cup soft, stale 
breadcrumbs. Cook two minutes. Add 
one-half cup chopped cooke.d chicken, 
turkey or duck, one-third teaspoonful 
of Bell's seasoning, one-third tea- 
spoonful of salt. Add well-beaten 
yolks of two eggs. Cut and fold in the 
stiffly beaten whites. Bake, in butter- 
ed pudding dish in slow oven thirty- 
five, minutes. Serve with or without 
white sauce. , 

Fairy Cake 

Two cups sugar, three-fourth cup 
butter, one-half cup sweet milk, 
eight egg whites and one-half tea- 
spoonful baking powder, three cups 
flour, one teaspoonful Baker's extract 
vanilla. Rub butter and sugar to a 
smooth white cream; add milk and 
flavoring with flour and baking pow- 
der several times sifted, and white of 
eggs. Bake in oven with steady, mod- 
erate heat. »

NEEDLEWORK NOTES 

When altering a blouse it is a mis- 
take to move the shoulder seam to the 
front. A better plan is to let it drop 
backward instead of forward. 

A thin silk, or one that frays easily, 
can be cut out better if laid between 
sheets of thin paper and tho pattern 
cut through paper and material to- 
gether. 

A collar lining of taffeta should bo 
cut so that the front part is on tho 
straight of the material and the curv- 
ed part of the collar will then come 
on the bias. 

To . strengthen shirt buttonholes, 
stitch them round with cotton after 
they are finished. They will then last 
much longer and not tear away from 
the material. 

It is a good plan to bend steels or 
whalebones at tho waistline when 
making a bodice before putting them 
into tlie casings, as the bodice will 
then tit closer to the figure. 

After stitching down a scam press 
with n hot iron, and it' no seam board 
is at hand it is useful to know that a 
rolling pin, wrapped in a clean cloth, 
will answer the purpose equally well. 

In sewing a piece of material on 
tlie bias to a straight piece, the form- 
er is apt to become stretched. To 
avoid this the bias should be placed 
underneath and it will then be sewn 
in evenly. 

In making a blouse, too deep a 
round must not be cut for the nock 
at the outset. It is better to try it 
on first and then outline a semicircle 
in front with a row of pins, cutting it 
evenly on a flat surface. 

It is often difficult to prevent tho 
pile of velvet from being crushed in 
stitching it and a good dlan is to place 
a piece of tho 'same material face 
downward on it. The fingers, resting 
on this, will not flatten the pile. 

Always make the neck of a blouse 
slightly smaller than the base of tho 
collarbarid and in tacking it into posi- 
tion It is an excellent plan to cut a 
few notches in the blouse so as to 
avoid wrinkles when the collar is final- 
ly stitched on. 

Don't, in order to avoid a tight 
blouse, cut a large armhole so as tn 
give more play to the arm. A far 
better plan is to ease the side seam. 
A wide armhole causes the blouse to 
be pulled out of place at the waist 
when the arm is lifted.

SIDE LIGHTS ON SPORT 



The Victoria Amateur Athletic asso- 
ciation, 1 tho new union of local ama- 
teur sporting organizations, will prove 
a boon to athletics in the city. Be- 
sides controlling amateur sport in 
Victoria and keeping it free from any 
taint of professionalism, the new asso- 
ciation will endeavor to foster and 
encourage sport of every naturo, par- 
ticularly" field arid .track athletics, 
which have been shamefully neglected 
lor a long time past. There is no 
reason in the world why Victoria 
yhould not produce champion sprint- 
ers, long-distance runners, jumpers, 
pole-vaulters, and -weight-throwers 
just as well as champion football, bas- 
ketball, lacrosse and rugby teams. All 
that is required is a little encourage- 
ment, and this . the new association 
propo'ses to do by, holding and sanc- 
tioning athletic meets at regular peri- 
ods. 

It was feared that the soccer foot- 
ballers would block the organization 
of the new association, but the deci- 
sion of tho delegates at tho meeting 
on Wednesday evening not to have 
anything to do with the governing of 
association football at this time re- 
moved this obstacle. The new union 
will start out with the supposition 
that all local athletes are amateurs at 
the beginning of the present year, and 
they will be dealt with as such. To 
compete in any sports under the jur- 
isdiction of the association all local 
athletes will have to be registered. 
They will thus bo kept under supervi- 
sion right from the very commence- 
ment of the new union. Any infrac- 
tions of the amateur definitions will 
be dealt with by the association and 
then passed on to the Canadian Ama- 
teur Athletic union, with which union 
the Victoria association will be affili- 
ated. The new association is out for 
honest and clean athletics, and backed 
as it is by the most powerful alhletic 
organizations in the city, it should 
succeed. K- 

Dope does not cut much of a figure 
in calculating the chances of the teams 
in tomorrow's big rugby match be- 
tween Victoria and Vancouver. Past 
performance will not assist in the 
least in arriving at a fair comparison 
of the merits of tho teams. It looks 
like guessing to call the winner, with 
tho chances of favoring the locals, 
seeing that they are playing on home 
grounds. Two different styles of 
rugby will be seen, Vancouver playing 
a running game and Victoria using 
the kicking style, and much will de- 
pend on the weather conditions that 
prevail. 

"Walter Adams, the big rugbyist- 
boxer, has shown himself a very capa- 
ble rugby player and local boxing en- 
thusiasts will have an opportunity 
shortly to see him in action In the 
ring. The writer saw Adams light 
when he was just breaking into the 
boxing game. At that time Adams was 
toy no means a world-beater, but he 
is said to have improved greatly since 
then, and Is now rated as a very fair 
sort of a mit-wiolder. His bout with 
Johnny Miles takes place at the Vic- 
toria theatre on January 27. Adams 
is 25 years old, and an idea of his 
size may be gained from the follow- 
ing measurements which make him 
bigger than most of the heavyweights 
in the ring today. Reach, 76 inches; 
neck, lG'/a inches; chest, 41 inches; 
expanded, 45 inches; biceps, 14 inches; 
forearm, 12% inches; waist, 3« inches; 
thigh, 25 inches; calf, 15 inches; 
weight, 170 pounds; height, G feet 2 
Inches. 

Adams comes by ills football ability 
naturally. He is a native of Newport, 
'Vales, and played In the pack of the 
famous Newport football team, one of 
tho very few teams in the world that 
has had an invincible season. He Is 
practically new to the fighting game, 
though as a trooper In the Royal 
Gloucestershire Hussars Imperial Yeo- 
manry he did a bit with the gloves 
and held the regimental championship 
and afterwards in the course of his, 
three years' service In the South Af- 
rican war, he occasionally donned the 
mitts. Two years ago he entered In 
seriously for amateur boxing, and 
since then has won a number of •jouts, 

Adams' first bout in Canada was In 
Ottawa in March, 1005, when he de- 
feated Georgo Allen. He then went 
to Toronto and cleaned up Aikens and 
Sydenham in April, and in the same 
month defeated Jack Smeaton at 
Kenora. Smeaton was ex-heavy- 
weight champion of tho British army. 



Then Adams moved west to Winnipeg 
and beat Dave Graham, champion of 
Montreal, Dave Johnston, Fritz Wil- 
loughby and Kid Gains. It was to 
Gains^ that lie lost his only bout, a 
foul being given against him in the 
eighth round. This was in Brandon 
in April, 100G, and at the same town 
ho beat Kid Carson twice. His next 
victory was over Tom McCue of 
Chicago, at Hamilton, in October, and 
In tho same month Charley Howard, 
of Oak River, proved an easy victim/ 
Bill King, champion of Manchester,' 
was beaten in December at Wolseley, 
and D. McMillan was accounted for in 
May, 1907. Hairy Diver, Alec Mc- 
Leod and Charlie Conger, were de- 
feated in Juno at Shoal Lake and 
Harry Nightingale and Harry Brady 
licked at Yorkton and Konora re- 
spectively. Coming west again Ad- 
ams met his old oppnent, Kid Gains, 
at-Saskatoon, and gained another vic- 
tory and followed by licking Jack 
Smeaton, Ben Pope, Bill Slater and 
Spike Kelly at Prince Albert. Harry 
Burns, at North Battleford, and Jim 
Tjbbs,. heavyweight champion of tho 
British army met defeat at his hands, 
while Dick Allen, heavyweight cham- 
pion of Capo Colony, was licked at 
Strathcona on September 3. Then 
came a victory over George Lynton, of 
Chiacgo, at Calgary, and then he 
fought Big Boy, a negro, there, win- 
ning handily. Last fall Adams boxed- 
in Vancouver and then went to Cali- 
fornia, where he won a couple of 
bouts, losing a third. '

Titus Says Toronto Argonaut Four- 
Accomplished It Last Yoar. 

C. S. Titus, the well-known Ameri- 
can oarsman, when asked what in his 
opinion was the most prominent feat- 
ure of tho season's rowing, unhesi- 
tatingly credited the Toronto Argo- 
naut's great four with accomplishing 
the most noteworthy feat of the year.

Tho 
same day thfty won tho intermediate 
race. Then they came to our national 
and won the senior championship."

Champion American Wrestler Will Go 
to London for Hackensohmidt 

Frank Gotch, the American champ-

I will admit that I 
know very little about tho Oreco- 
Roman style, but I am willing to take 
a chance. 

"The idea of O'Rourke taking Hod- 
gers over to Europe, though, and ad- 
vertising him as the world's champion, 
is what gets me. This is preposterous, 
and the English people will be forced 
to see It as soon as I reach British 
soil. I am not boosting my own game, 
for tho records tell that, but I refuse 
to let an impostor like Rodgers go 
around and try to take away my lau- 
rels when I have beaten him and beat- 
en him to a standstill."

Have to Travel Some. 

Toronto, Jan. 9. — That Tommy Long- 
boat, Tom Coley, Jack Tait, and com- 
pany will have to do some tall training 
in the English Olympic is certain. An 
accurate line upon tho situation is giv- 
en in a letter from Fred Appleby, of 
London, England, to Tim O'Rourke, re- 
ceived today. 

Appleby is tho man who beat the 
famous Alf. SUrubb twice in fifteen- 
mile races, and now holds the world's 
record for the same distance. 

Appleby says that the English run- 
ners are already in hard training for 
the event. He himself ran twenty 
miles at Christmas time in an even 
two hours. 

"The Marathon will be run in two 
hours and 22 minutes," predicts Mr. 
Appleby. 

If the English amateurs travel tho 
25 miles in 2.22 even, tho long, lean 
Onondaga, will have to step some. Ho 
did 2.24.02 4-5 at Boston, a full 25 
miles, but 'there were two or three 
pretty long hills and grades. At that 
"Mr. Big Canoe" wasn't bothered much 
after the eighteen-mile mark, where 
he bid Charlie Petch "good-bye." 

Jimmy Lee carried the leaders along 
at a nice clip in the earlier stages of 
the race, with Charlie Petch acting as 
whipper-in. Then they fagged a trifle, 
and Petch took up the pacing. He 
goaded the Indian along by little bursts 
of speed and pulled him right away 
from Billy Frank, Sammy Mellor, and 
the rest of the American cracks to the 
18-19-mile mark, when the Aborigine, 
getting anxious, went at Petch in real 
earnest, and beat him off and finished 
alone. In England, with the cham- 
pions of a dozen countries pounding at 
him, the Indian will undoubtedly be 
shoved along a lot faster than at Bos- 
ton. That he can go faster is the op- 
inion of all those who saw him at Bos- 
ton, but he must be in "the pink."

Seattle, Jan. 9. — The first of the 
Northwest Basketball League games 
to be played in Seattle will occur on 
Friday evening at S:30 o'clock in the 
new Y. M. C. A. gymnasium by the 
Victoria and Seattle teams.

ATTELL IS NOT EAGER 
FOR RETURN BATTLE 

Chances for Return Battle Be- 
; tween Little Fellows Poor 
at Present 



, San Francisco, Jan. 6. — The pros- 
pects for a. return . match between 
Abe Attell and Owen Moran at this 
writing are not overbrlght. Attell 
says if ever there is talk of another 
meeting, tho weight arrangements 
must be tho same as in the New 
Year's day contest. Moran says i he 
will never fight at that weight again, 
and there you are. 

' The sports have recalled that Mo- 
ran was really overweight when he 
weighed in with Frankie Neil. Tho 
notch at that time was 122 pounds, 
a few hours before the contest, and 
When Moran stepped on the scales 
the beam lifted in such a w,ay that it 
was palpable he was several ounces 
overweight. 

r "That's all right," said "Pop" Neil, 
who was watching the weighing, and 
many wondered that Frankle's father 
did not raise a rumpus and claim the 
English boy's forfeit. 

It is quite possible that Moran had 
difficulty in making 122 pounds for 
Nell, just as he had in making 120 
for Attell on New Tear's day. He 
can light at 122 and do himself jus- 
tice, but he would probably be at his 
best at 125 pounds. He is not likely, 
however, to sign up at 120 pounds 
again, and as Attell has a wondrous 
respect for the little Britisher after 
Wednesday's showing, Promoter Cof- 
froth will have a hard time of it 
bringing about another match. 

Attell said that he would not match 
himself with anybody until he had 
fought it out with Frankie Neil. 

"The Neils have been hounding me 
and saying that I am afraid to meet 
Frankie," said Abe. "They say that 
Frankie Is my master no matter who 
else defeats him, and I want to set- 
tle the question so as to stop all fur- 
ther talk." 

"You can get more money with Mo- 
ran than you would with Neil," re- 
marked a listener. 

'"I don't care if I onlj' get $1.50. I 
want to settle the Neil-Attell feud," 
replied Abe. 

Charley Harvey, manager of Moran, 
is quite willing to do his part towards 
making a return match, but insists 
that tho weight be "122 three hours 
before." 

"Just think what Moran had to do 
to make weight," said Harvey. He was 
all right the day before the fight, but 
on Wednesday morning he was over- 
weight. Ho had to get out early and 
do road work. Then he had to exer- 
cise in a hot room until right up to 
weighing time. The wonder is that ho 
fought so well. A fight in itself is 
hard enough work for any one day, 
and imagine a man exercising for 
two-thirds of a day and then winding 
up with a twenty-five round contest. 
If Attell has any sporting blood in 
him he will come to the front and 
agree to box Moran at 122 pounds. 

Attell, when asked if the English- 
man had not proved a surprise to him, 
said: "Certainly he was much better 
than I thought. I think, though, I 
could account for him in another 
match on the same terms. I must say, 
though, that he is not a clean lighter- 
Ho resorted to mean tricks in tho line 
of using the heel of his glove and 
gouging. When I found he was in- 
clined to do foul work I got in myself 
and did likewise. We called it all off, 
though, when we shook hands in :lhe 
twenty- fifth round. Each of us then 
said, 'May the best man win.' " 

It is conceded that the men were 
fo overly matched at the weights that 
it was Impossible for either one to 
gain a decided lead over the other. 
Moran evidently had made a. deeper 
'study of his opponent's style than At- 
tell imagined. To the surprise of 
everybody, Moran beat Attell to the 
punch several times after they had 
tried to outfoint one another. No 
other boxer has been able to do this 
with Abe in years. Moran also made 
Attell miss on numerous occasions, 
Something unusual with him. Again, 
when Attell tried some big right hand 
swings Moran, stepped in with a left 
to tho head that shook the clever Cal- 
ifornium 

Had Moran been allowed to weigh 
122 pounds there undoubtedly would 
have been another outcome to the 
fight, as this added weight would lyivo 
made him a much more formidable 
fightor. Moran wants a chance at At- 
tell at this weight and the match can 
bo made if tho later is satisfied. Moran 
has offered also to fight Battling Nel- 
son, If tho latter will malce m pounds. 
This is not likely to appeal to Nelson, 



as those who know him best say that 
he cannot make anything like that 
we ight. . . 

Moran met Referee Jeffries and told 
the big fellow that the decision was a! 
good one. He also told Jeffries that 
ho suited him as a referee, as he let 
them fight. Jeffries said that when 
Attell complained to him that Moran 
was using unfair tactics he told the 
Californlan to go on and fight, as he> 
was the one who started tho rough 
work. 

The English boxer blames, himself 
for not having tested the scales upon 
which he had to weigh in. Ho said 
that when he left San Rafael on the 
morning he weighed 118% pounds. 
He thought this ample leeway to al- 
low, as he had only an egg and some 
coffee for breakfast. He was .surpris- 
ed when he found that tho official 
scales and those which he had been 
weighing did not agree. 



MAMMOTH SOCCER 
TOURNEY PROPOSED 



Vancouver Football Men Talk- 
ing of Inviting Teams From 
All Over the Coast 



Vancouver, Jan. 9. — A scheme has 
been promulgated by Vancouver soc- 
cer men for a week's tournament here 
which will stand out as the greatest 
series of contests ever witnessed on 
this, continent. In brief, negotiations 
have been opened up with a view to 
getting the champion soccer team of 
San Francisco, Portland, Seattle, Na- 
naimo and district, Victoria and Van- 
couver, together In a week's tourna- 
ment for the championship of the 
Pacific coast. 

The soccer code is a thousand times 
stronger today than it was a year 
ago, and down in 'Frisco there are 
many crack teams. Now, although, 
the Vancouver District league team 
defeated the Northwest league combi- 
nation and thus can fairly claim the 
title of Northwest champions, yet they 
are not Pacific coast champions by a 
long way, and consequently' the Idea 
was evolved to bring into competi- 
tion the best teams and settle the. 
question definitely. 

It i3 hardly necessary to add that 
the scheme sprang from . the fertile 
brain of the president of the Vancou-- 
ver District league, Con Jones, who 
leaves tomorrow for San Francisco 
to talk the matter over with the offi- 
cials of the southern clubs. On his 
return he will stop off at Portland and 
Seattle and arrange details there. 

That the scheme will bo attended 
with the success it deserves is tho 
hope of all tho soccer players of. 
British Columbia. The tournoy would 
link the whole Pacific coast together, 
and completely organize tho game on ; 
a solid basis. It would attract thou- 
sands of new spectators and enthusi- 
asts and call attention to the code as. 
no other method could hope to. 

Of course the tournament would on- 
tail a competition in each' of the dis- 
tricts named to select the representa- 
tive team, and this in Itself; would 
arouse much interest. The Idea is to 
bring on the series right at the end 
of the soccer season, or even later, 
when the weather Is fairly settled, and 
to play on two Saturdays and two 
week days.

SEAS DAMAGED 
JAPANESE LINER 



Steering Gear Broke While Aki 
Mam Was Laboring in a 
Heavy Sea 



ROUGH TRIP FROM ORIENT 



Passenger Tells of Opportunity 
For Paper Mills Located 
at Victoria 



The steamer AM Maru, of the Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisl'ia, Capt. Yagi, reach- 
ed port yesterday from the Orient af- 
ter a rough trip, .with broken . rails, 
wrecked' companions and crumpled 
ventilators showing where the seas 
which swept inboard during a heavy 
cyclonic gale on the night of Decem- 
ber .31, had damaged her. In a sub- 
sequent storm the steering gear was 
broken, the chain parting, and for an 
hour the vessel lay helpless, tossed. in 
the trough of a heavy sea, while ex- 
tra steering gear was being rigged. 
The Aki Maru left Yokohama on 
Christmas day and had ..a i stormy trip 
almost throughout, the greatest storm 
being that which started to blow from 
the eastward, veering to south and 
southwest, on the last night of the old 
year. The liner was hove to for ten. 
hours at the meridian, and battled 
with a heavy sea for some time after- 
ward, the weather being the worst ex- 
perienced by the officers of the liner 
in the Pacific. The companion lead- 
ing from the maindeck to the saloon 
deck was the first to go, and some of 
the planking sheathing the bridge rail 
was shortly afterward .splintered by 
the force of the water which lashed 
against the bridge, swishing along the 
deck. The height of the waves is 
shown bv the fact that one sea which 
washed onto the Aki Maru broke the 
railing at the port side of the upper 
bridge, about thirty I feet above the 
main deck. 

The Aki Maru brought the largest 
shipment of general merchandise an:,' 
of the Japanese liners have yet land- 
ed here, being almost equal to some of 
the shipments of the Blue Funnel 
steamers. She landed 1100 tons of 
general freight, mostly Chinese mer- 
chandise consigned to local Chinese 
for the forthcoming New Year holi- 
days about a month hence. T.lje , cargo 
for Seattle and overland points con- 
sisted of nearly 5000 tons. There were 
13 saloon passengers,' including - two 
Europeans, -P. -Dearie; an. American, 
from Hongkong on his way to Seattle, 
and J. H. Brown,, better known in' 
t ho far east as Tientsin Brown, r & 
theatrical man. 

Mr. Deane has been investigating 
business conditions in China, and in 
an interview to a reporter for the Col- 
onist said that with the great re- 
sources in pulp woods on Vancouver 
island there was a great opportunity 
for the establishment of pulp mills in 
Victoria, which would not alone be 
able to supply material for paper for 
the home market which could be man- 
ufactured at much lower cost than 
local concerns, now paid for paper, but 
would find also an immense market 
in China, especially for news print. 
In Shanghai alone the circulation of 
the most important Chinese newspaper 
published in the varnacular was 400,- 
000 dally, and other native newspa- 
pers have Immense circulations. "When 
it is considered that Shanghai is but 
one of many Chinese cities of con- 
sequence, and although it may be the 
greatest entrepot of foreigners in the 
far east, it is small in comparison 
with Soochow, "Hankow and other 
great. Chinese cities whose walls en- 
close the homes of millions of natives. 
The demajid at present was enor- 
mous,- and paper mills built here could 
secure a great amount of this trade. 
Not only China and Japan, but the 
Philllppines, too, would offer a mar- 
ket. The. newspapers of Manila, 
which had large circulations were 
supplied: with newspaper from New 
York at! a much greater cost than 
equally good paper manufactured in 
Victoria could be supplied. 

Tjliero were six Chinese students and 
five Japanese including Messrs, Ahawo 
and K. Aral, who have large rice 
plantations in Texas, and are re- 
turning to that state after a visit to 
Japan. • There were two Europeans 
among the fourteen Intermediate i pas- 
sengers, T. E. Spryaupulous and J. 
fi. Gabel, bonh from Shanghai. 

There were DC Japanese, ' G Chinese 
and 2 Hindus booked for Victoria. Of 
the Japanese, but 43 were landed. The 
immigration officials instructed the 
Japanese that those, holding passports 
for the United States whose ultimate j 
destination was to the United States 
would not be permitted to enter that 
country unless they proceeded by the 
steamer without landing. When Oils 
was explained by the Interpreter only 
43 of the !)C> Japanese booked for this 
port wished to land. 

Advices were brought by the Aki 
Maru with regard to Japanese emi- 
gration that the Tokio government, 
proposes to discontinue the privilege 
of reduction of the time of army ser- 
vice of - returning emigrants from 
foreign countries. The Japan Daily 
Mail says: 

"There is a tolerably largely prac- 
tised habit in Japan for Japanese 
youths to. postpone or altogether es- 
cape their period of military service 
by going abroad for educational pur- 
poses. The ru\e is that if a young 
man applies for permission to visit 
Europo or America before he arrives 
at the conscription age, and If he 
returns to Japan before he is 32, his 
responsibility is reduced to one year's 
nervlcn. This rule used to apply to nil 
foreign countries but it was modified 
two years ago in the sense that so- 
journ in' Saghallcn," Korea, China, 
Hongkong and .Slam lost their quali- 
fication as places of sojourn. It Is 
now reported that the privilege will 
bo put an end to even In the ease of 
Europe and America. We 'sijfqerely 
trust that this Is not the caso. Japan

WARSHIPS FOR ESQUIMALT 



Report Revived That Naval Station 
Will he Re-Established by the 
Home Government 



The correspondence published yes- 
terday evening that a fleet of thir- 
teen cruisers would be despatched to 
Esquimalt next May is considered by 
naval officers at Esquimalt as a vari- 
ant of the Standardis announcement 
of two weeks ago that the naval sta- 
tion would be restored. Nothing Is 
known definitely at Esquimalt, other 
than that the sloop Algerino has been 
ordered from Hongkong. It. is 'the 
general ; impression, though, that the 
restoration of the Esquimalt station 
is under consideration. 

The letter from London, dated De- 
cember 28, says: 

"Something . like a sensation has 
just been created in naval circles by 
the announcement in a usually well- 
informed paper to the effect that in 
May next a new naval force, to he 
called the North America and Paci- 
fic squadron will be brought into ex- 
istence, and that Esquimalt, British 
Columbia, will be revived as one of 
its bases in the Pacific. 

The account further stated that the. 
new squadron will be composed of 
the present Fourth Cruiser Squadron 
— the cruisers Euryalus (flagship of 
Rear- Admiral F. S. Inglefield), Cres- 
sy and Hogue — and presumably the 
four attached cruisers' Indefatigable, 
Scylla, Sappho and Brilliant — and six 
cruisers of the County class. This 
would give a force of 13 cruisers man- 
ned by 7,400 officers and men, and 
constituting a most formidable 
squadron. 

Of course this bit of news was 
promptly contradicted by rival papers 
and inquiries at the Admiralty failed 
to find any confirmation of the news — 
which in any case would not have been 
given, so that no weight may be plac- 
ed on the want of official confirmation 
cither ways, 

ATLANTIC RATES LOWERED 

White Star Line Makes Reduction 
Because of Traffic Deflected 
by Cunarders 



LIFESAVINO TUG

Liverpool, Jan. 9— The White Star 
line today announces a reduction in 
its second and third class passenger 
rates from English ports to New York 
and Boston. This step is taken bo- 
cause of the traffic, which has been 
deflected from the vessels of this line 
by the Lustainia and the Mauretanla, 
and to the refusal of the Cunard Com- 
pany to concede differential rates for 
vessels of the Baltic class. The sec- 
ond class fares are reduced by from 
$t! to $7.50, and the third class fares 
by from $1 to $5. After this anounce- 
ment was made the Cunard Company 
immediately said that It would meet 
the cut made by the White Stair Com- 
pany. It Is believed that other com- 
panies will take similar action.

The safeguarding of life and prop- 
erty off the entrance to the Straits of 
Juan de Fuca since the Valencia dis- 
aster of two years ago, has received 
attention on both sides of the inter- 
national boundary. The Dominion, 
which had 26 life saving stations in 
existence for many years on the At- 
lantic coast, has established a station 
at Bantield creek where the. motor 
lifeboat, built at a. cost of $10,900 in 
New Jersey, has been installed, and 
communications and aids to navigation 
have been Improved. The United 
States government Is following up this 
work with greater zeal. Pending the 
completion of a life saving tug to he 
stationed at Noah bay, the revenue 
cutter Thetis has been stationed there 
for life saving. An effort was made to 
have the United States government 
charter ono of the tugs of the Puget 
Sound Tug Boat company for this 
work. The engineer-in-chief of the 
revenue cutter service, C. A. McAl- 
lister, in giving, a description of the 
life-saving vessel to be provided, said 
in giving reasons for the necessity 
of. the boat that in" the past century 
nearly. 700 lives have been lost in the 
immediate vicinity, to say nothing of 
millions of dollars .worth' of property. 
The climax came in the total loss of 
the coastwise passenger steamer 
Valencia, from, San Francisco bound 
to Seattle, which occurred in a dense 
fog on the' night of - January 22, 1906, 
This .unfortunate vessel had overrun 
her distance and, failing to pick up the 
light at the entrance to the Straits of 
Juan de Fuca, had .piled up on the 
rocks at the foot of a high cliff on- an 
unsettled portion of the coast of Van- 
couver island. One hundred and 
thirty-six lives were lost, many of 
which could have been saved had the 
accident occurred within reach of a 
life-saving station,' or had some vessel 
fitted with the- necessary life-saving 
apparatus been In the vicinity, as the 
wreck did not go to pieces until over 
thirty-six hours after she 1 had struck: 
At once the public press on the Pacific, 
coast took up the subject of providing 
some means for saving lives in those 
waters. The President appointed a 
commission to investigate the cause 
of the wreck, and to recommend some 
means whereby similar fatalities could 
be avoided. Numerous schemes were 
suggested, among them being inter- 
national life-saving stations along the 
Vancouver coast. 'This, however, prov- 
ed inadvisable, and finally, after ma- 
ture consideration, the Board, in ad- 
dition to suggesting additional light- 
ships, coastwise telegraph and tele- 
phone lines, fog signals, wireless t'el- 
graph, etc., i recommended "/ that "a 
first-class ocean-going, life-saving 
steamer or tug, officered and manned 
by the most skillful life-saving crew 
available, should be stationed at Neah 
Bav, which is within 5 miles of Cape 
Flattery and the entrance to the 
Straits, and the only available harbor 
in that vicinity, to be equipped with 
the best possible appliances of surf- 
boats and lifeboats, with a wireless 
telegraph apparatus." 

The life-saving steamer is being 
bul.lt at Wellington, Delaware, at 
cost of $189,057. She will be a'largo 
seafaring tug, 152 feet long, 39.6 beam, 
29.6 feet deep and of 795 tons' dis- 
placement, built of steel, with double 
bottom. Her boat equipment will.'con- 
sist of two 24-foot rnctalic lifeboats, 
one 20-foot otter boat, one 16- foot 
dinghy, and one 17-foot metallc lite 
raft. It is also probable that a motor 
lifeboat will be provided. The ' life- 
boats will be of the self-righiing : and 
self-bailing type. There will be two 
pole mast3, with a signal yard' on 'the 
foremast. 

For life-saving purposes there will 
be rigged from the mainmast a brecch- 
I es-buoy arrangement operated in a 
! precisely similar manner and by the 
I same kind of gear as has been suc- 
J cessfully used for coaling ships at sea. 
it is expected that this gear can be 
used effectively for a distance of 1,000 
feet, which should enable the tug to 
rescue shipwrecked persons, . with 
safety, from any vessel which may 
be stranded on a reef or on the beach. 

The electrical equipment will be'yery 
complete, and will consist, in addition 
to the usual lighting , outfit, of the 
Ardois system for night-signaling, 
wireless telegraphy and two powerful 
searchlights, one at each end of the 
deckhouse. The tug will have an aver- 
age speed of 12 knots an hour, with 
bunker space allowing of 3,000 knots 
steaming should it. be necessary to 
use th..' shi]) to search for overdue or 
missing vessels. It is believed ' that 
the design contemplates the furnishing 
of every known device of any practical 
value, which can be of service In sav- 
ing life at sen. Summarized, the 
special equipments of this vessel are 
as follows: Two self-balling and, self- 
righting lifeboats; lire raft; ■ line- 
throwing gun; breeches-buoy appara- 
tus; complete, equipment of life buoys 
and life preservers; wireless teleg- 
raphy; Ardois system for night signal- 
ing; additional searchlight; wrecking 
apparatus for pumping out vessels, and 
fi re - ext I n gu ish 1 n g apparatus. 

CHANGES MADE IN 

NIPPON YUSEN KAISHA 



New Agent for United States Tells of 
Improvements Being Made in 
Company's Fleets 



S. Mihara, formerly agent of, the 
Nippon Yusen Kalsha at Hongkong, 
who has been appointed agent of . the 
company in the United States with 
headquarters at New York, to .have 
charge, of the work which was former- 
ly left In the hands of the Great Nor- 
thern railway company which resp- 
resents the line In America, was In the 
city yesterday and leaves for Seattle 
this morning by the steamer Aki Maru. 
Mr. Mihara said yesterday that while 
ho had seen the reports published, that 
his company proposed to establish a 
lino of steamers between EiiKopo and 
jthe west coast of America he had not 



been advised in this regard. He denied 
'any intention of - negotiating for the 
charter or purchase of the Great Nor- 
thern liner Minnesota, with, which he 
was credited by Seattle papers as go- 
ing , east to arrange., • -There are insur- 
mountable reasons against the oper- 
ation of foreign steamers by . the Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisha, he explained. 

Mr. Mihara tells of the additions 
ordered for the European line of his 
company. Six liners will be built. 
Whether any changes will be made 
in the lino running to this port and 
Seattle he was unable to say. Some 
vessels would be diverted from the 
European line when the new vessels 
were completed, but what service they 
would be used in he- did not know. 

After the restoration of peace, the 
directors of the Nippon Yusen Kalsha 
decided to build six steamers of 9,000 
tons each for the purposes of their 
European lino. An order for\the con- 
struction of four of these steamers 
was given to the Mitsu Bishi dock- 
yards at Nagasaki, and an order for 
the other two was placed with the 
Kawasaki firm. The first of these big 
vessels to be finished will bo the Kamo 
Maru, whose keel was laid down last 
February, and which was launched 
Dec. 24. Her displacement is 8,770 
tons,, her freight carrying capacity is 
10,300, and her speed 16 knots. She 
has cabin accommodation for 60 first 
class passengers, and her berths are 
said to be of the most spacious char- 
acter and to be fitted with electric 
lights, electric ..belts, electric fans, and 
all the most modern appliances. Her 
promenade deck is 135 feet long and 
In every respect she seems to bo a 
most comfortable vessel. Her second 
class accommodation Is for 35 passen- 
gers and her third class for 170. The 
largest steamer now in service is the 
Tango Maru of 7,200 tons. 

ILSE B OUND NORTH 

German Steamer Chartered for Mexi- 
can-Pacific Company on Way 
to Nanaimo 



The' German steamer Use, chartered 
from Jebsen and Ostrander, to carry 
a party of Mexican ports for the Mexi- 
can-Pacific company,' left San Francis- 
co Wednesday for Nanaimo, where she 
will load bunker coal and tlien proceed 
to Seattle from where she will sail 
about the end of 'the month. The Use 
will carry a number of the members of 
the recently organized Mexican-Pacific 
company, of Seattle and Victoria, 
among them will, be Morltz Thomsen, 
president; T. L. Greenough, of Mis- 
soula, partner of the late Peter Lar- 
sen, and a prominent transportation 
man; T. F. Ryan, of Ryan and Newton, 
commission merchants, and Oscar 
Brown, of Vancouver, B.C. 

The first sailing of the Use will be 
for excursion purposes. The steamship 
will touch at Mazatian, San Bias, 
Acapulco, Saliria 'Cruz and other ports 
of Mexico and 'Central America. 

The Mexican-Pacific Company is not 
incorporated, . being a private enter- 
prise backed by Seattle capital.

PORT PATRICK MOVES 
' TO THE OUTER WHARF 



Wili Go Alongside This Morning to 
Discharge Cargo of Wheat and 
Will Dock 



The British ship Port Pa'.rick, Capt. 
Santy, which put in here in distress 
after colliding with the Columbia river 
lightship, No. 50,, will be brought to 
the outer wharf this morning to dis- 
charge her cargo of 2,690 tons of wheat 
laden at Portland for Queenstown for 
orders, and will be hauled out on the 
marine ways at Esquimalt to be re- 
paired. A survey was held yesterday, 
a diver going down to examine the 
ship's hull to ascertain the amount of 
damage done by grounding on a shoal 
near Gray's Harbor the morning fol 
lowing her collision with the lightship. 
T. G. Mitchell, Lloyd's surveyor, and 
Capt. J. G. Cox, Lloyd's agent, made 
an inspection of the vessel, and ar- 
ranged for the unloading of her cargo 
and the docking of the ship. A more 
thorough survey will be held after the 
vessel is hauled out, and specifications 
will then be drawn up for the neces- 
sary repairs, for which tenders will bo 
Invited. 

It is probable that the wheat cargo, 
the first to be landed at this port, will 
be sold. It was loaded by the Port- 
land Flouring Mills company. 

The repairs to the Indrnvelli, made 
by the British Columbia Marine Rail- 
way company in good time, are al- 
most completed, and it Is expected the 
steamer will leave the clock shortly.

Ceylon Whioh Leaves Antwerp Next 
Wednesday for This Port Via 
the Orient 



The new service of the Chargeurs 
Reuntis, tiie French round-the-world 
line which Is to enter into competition 
with the Blue Funnel line of Alfred 
Holt & Co., has' been arranged, and 
the first boat will arrive here early 
in April. This announcement was made 
yesterday at Vancouver by E. B. Wal- 
lace, representative of C. W. Cook & 
Co., agents of the line on this coast. 

The first sailing on the route will be. 
by the steamship Ceylan... a large ma« '.- 
less freighter after the typo of the 
Blue Funnel liner Cyclops. The Ceylan, 
together wish several other steam- 
ships of the same design, is from the 
yards of the builders who turned out 
the Blue Funnel modern freighters. 
She is the first one completed and her 
maiden voyage will be to Victoria. She 
is scheduled to sail from Antwerp 
on January 15, and, according to the 
company's schedule, will make the 
passage to this port in 77 days, via 
the Suez and the Orient. 

The round-the-world service estab- 
lished some years ago will be im- 
proved with the despatch of the Cey- 
lan next week. From Antwerp to 
Yokohama there will be many calls and 
a jump from the latter port to Vic- 
toria where after a short stop the 
liners will go to Vancouver. Leaving 
there they will proceed to Puget Sound 
on to San Francisco, and thence to 
ports on the west , coast of Mexico. 
From there a jump will be made right 
around the coast of South America to 
Montevideo. A. call at Rio de Janeiro 
is optional and then the run up the 
Atlantic to Liverpool will be made 
without a call. Heretofore on leaving 
Japanese ports the steamers of the 
company have called at Manila and at 
Honolulu before making San Fran- 
cisco and then coining up the coast 
to Sound ports. Under the new sched- 
ule the Manila and Honolulu calls will 
be. relegated to smaller steamers. 

The new service calls for a sailing 
from Antwerp every forty-five days 
and this is likely to be increased' as 
business on the route grows. At the 
outset the line will handle only con- 
tinental freight to British Columbia 
ports, but will probably later on In- 
vade the trade of the United Kingdom 
as well. 

Mazatian will be the last port of 
cal southbound on the coast of Mexico. 
At that port the steamships will load 
ore fo£' Swansea, Wales, under a largo 
contract made some time ago. After 
calling at Liverpool the steamships 
will proceed to Swansea to dischargo 
the ore. 

The Ceylan, first of the new fleet, 
was delivered to her owners less than 
a month ago. She is a vessel of over 
500 feet In length with a grosa ton- 
nage of ahout. 5,700. 

An . Otta wa despatch says that yes- 
terday ?Sir Wilfrid Laurier in the 
House stated . that the contract for 
the steamship subsidy between Van- 
couver and Australia was signed on 
July 27, last. The contract was sent 
to be signed again and was not yet 
completed. This was all the, premier 
sa.id, but it means that the subsidy 
which was dropped in the estimates 
for next year will be renewed if 
everything is satisfactory.

The case of Scott vs. Milne did not 
como up for hearing before the court 
of appeal yesterday, as had been ex- 
pected, but is first on the list for to- 
day. The two, cases heard were Arena 
vs. Lane and Alstrom & AVallshoni vs. 
Lane, both of thorn 'appeals from de- 
cisions of County Court Judge Brown 
of Grand Forks. J. A. MacDonald, K. 
C, of Rossland, appeared for La'ne, 
the appellant In both cases, while S. 
S. Taylor, K. C, of Nelson, was for 
the respondent. 

Lane is one of the contractors on 
construction of the Kettle River Val- 
ley road, locally known as the Hot Air 
line, and the cases arose out of dis- 
putes which occurred during the work 
last summer. In the first case it ap- 
peared that Arena is an Italian 
rammer in the Kettle river valley, near 
whose place the new road is to run. 
He spent part of last summer in the 
states, and while away It seems that 
Lane, without authorization, took pos- 
session of his ranch, occupied the 
house as a boarding place for his 
Italian laborers, tearing out partitions 
and doors to make it more suitable for 
the purpose; erected pig pens In the 
garden, used the fences for stovewood 
and generally made himself at home 
to the detriment of the premises. 

When Arena returned late in the 
summer and found what was going 
on he complained to Lane, and de- 
manded $200 as damages for what had 
been done to his place. Finally it 
was agreed that Lane should pay him 
$100 and put the place in proper re- 
pair when he left it. The time for 
paying the $100 does not seem to have 
been exactly specified, and it was 
contended yesterday for Lane that the 
whole tenor of the evidence went to 
show that It was to be paid on evac- 
uation of tho promises, while for Are- 
na it was urged that the payment was 
to be made within a reasonable time. 
As a matter of fact, the sum of $100 
has not been paid, nor has the house 
been put Into a state of repair. 

The action was commenced on No- 
vember 15, whereas Lane did not get 
out of the house till about December 
1. This constitutes one of the main 
grounds on which Mr. MacDonald 
rested his case yesterday, his point 
being that the contract provided that 
the house was to have been repaired 
when Lane left, thus the action, hav- 
ing been commenced before that time, 
was premature and should fall. Mr. 
Tajior contends that the $100 not 
having been paid within a reasonable 
time, the contract was broken, leav- 
ing the plaintiff at liberty to sue for 
damages for trespass, which was done. 
At the trial tho defendant appears to 
have given no evidence, standing on 
the contention that ho plaintiff had 
not proved a case. Tho judge, how- 
ero, entered a verdict of $:H)0 for tho 
plaintiff and directed that the plead- 
ings be amended to bring them within 
the judgment. 

During the hearing of the appeal It 
transpired that a document, wh^ch was 
stated to be a copy of Lane's evidence 
on discovery, was permitted to bo 
used at the trial, although the stenog- 
rapher, who was also the deputy 
registrar, stated that no certified copy 
of the evidence had ever been made; 
that consequently the copy in court 
was not certified,-; and that owing to 
tho loss of his notes, it was impossible 
to certify to it. He declined to swear 
that the copy used was absolutely ac- 
curate, but believed it to be substan- 
tially so. The admission of this copy 
as evidence forms one of the grounds 
of appeal, and the court, which con- 
sisted of Justices Martin, Morrison 
and Clement, were understood to be 
of the opinion that under the statute 
it was inadmissible. After hearing the 
arguments the court reserved judg- 
ment. 

Lane Again Defendant. 

The same court sat on the case of 
Alstrom & Wallshom vs. Lane. In 
this case the plaintiffs aro the owners 
of a construction hotel at Niagara, 
near Grand Forks, on the route of the 
new line, the contention being that 
the defendant arranged that certain 
men should board at the hotel, and 
that afterwards ho refused to pay- 
The case was appealed on a number 
of grounds, including the allegation 
that the Judge misdirected the jury, 
and that their verdict was against the 
weight of evidence. The men do not 
appear to have been ordinary labor- 
ers, but to have taken a small sub- 
contract as station men. The appel- 
lan claims that he was not privy to 
any arrangement Cor boarding the 
men, though lie was willing to protect 
the hotel-keeper as long as there was 
any money coming to the men, but, as 
a matter of fact, these men, who were 
in debt for tools, etc., jumped their 
jobs after a very few weeks, and left 
without there being any money com- 
ing to them. The ease is complicated 
by the fact that there are two Lanes 
— Fred Lane, the defendant, who has 
the contract, and John Lane, Fred's 
father, who seems to have acted in a 
BOrt of managerial capacity, and was 
freely stated by Mr, Taylor to bo in 
all probability the real contractor. If 
any arrangement was made for tin; 
boarding of tiie men, It would appear 
to have been made by the father, but 
Mr. MacDonald contended that he 
was not an agent for this purpose and 
further urged that tiie finding of the 
jury makes It impossible that he 
should now be said to have acted as 
agent, the finding having ignored the 
agent phase of the transaction. The 
alleged promise of Fred Lane, denied 
by him but believed by the jury, was 
made, ho argued, without valuable 
consideration and contrary to the 
statute of frauds. He also claimed 
that the judge hud misled the jury in 
his statements of fact while summing 
up. • 

In this case also there was no cer- 
tified copy of Larae's examination on 
discovery, though Mr. Taylor was In- 
structed that the copy used was cer- 
tified to at tho last moment In court. 
In this case also' the notes had been 
lost, though the stenographer swore 
to the accuracy of the copy. , 

Mr. Taylor argued that there was 
ample evidence of a ipecifle contract 
and that even if the jadgo had inad- 
vertently made a slip In his Rtatq- 
inent of facts to the jury, which he 
denied, the court would not on that 
account order a new trial on the prin- 
ciple that it was palpable from the 
evidence that a different result could 
not be expected , from a new trial. 
Their lordships reserved judgment In 
this case also. 

Wanted Appeals Replaced 

At tho opening of proceedings yes- 
terday Mr. Deacon, of Vancouver, 
started to make application for leave 
to have a couple of appeals In which

he is Interested, and which wero 
stricken oft for non-attendance of 
counsel tit tho opening day, replaced 
upon the list. Mr. Justice Martin, 
however, refused to hear him. He said 
he had not been assigned under rule 
1043 to those cases and had no juris- 
diction concerning them. As it takes 
threo judges to make a -quorum of tho 
full court, and there were only two 
others present, Mr. Justice Martin in- 
formed him that far as his case was 
concerned there was no court present 
to whom the application could be 
made. Mr. Deacon therefor had to 
desist. 

Cases for Today 

The cases set for today are Scott vs. 
Milne, Scott vs. McCarter, Tossell vs. 
Mitchell and Leroux vs. Canadian 
Shingle company in the order named. 
■A motion in the case of the Star Min- 
ing company vs. White has also been 
set down, 

Scott vs. McCarter, which may come 
on for trial today, is of peculiar in- 
terest to the mining community, as 
If the judgment rendered by Mr. 
Justice Martin in the court below is 
sustained, what appears to be an im- 
portant defect in the Workmen's 
Compensation act will have .been re- 
vealed. 

The facts briefly are that Scott, a 
miner, was injured In the Broadview 
mine, near Trout lake, and engaged 
Mr. McCarter, a well known lawyer 
and capitalist of Revelstoke, 1o sue 
for damages. He claims that Mr. Mc- 
Carter allowed tho time to elapse 
within which notice has to- be given 
to the employer under the Workmen'" 
Compensation act or the Employer's 
Liability act and that consequently 
ho was deprived of his legal remedy. 
The facts of tho case would appear to 
be such that an action could only lie 
under the Workmen's Compensation 
act, and accordingly he brought suit 
against Mr. McCarter for tho amount 
ho had hoped to recover by way of 
damages. s 

When tho case came up for trial at 
Rossland, Scott was nonsuited on the 
grounds that owing to - the limitation 
of tho persons sueable under the. 
Workmen's Compensation act he had 
never had an action against his em- 
ployers, and that consequently there 
was no remedy to be deprived of by 
any action or lack of action on the 
part of Mr. McCarter. In raising this 
point Mr. MeCarter's counsel stated 
that so far from being liable in dam- 
ages, his client should have been con- 
gratulated on not having Involved his 
client In useless and expensive litiga- 
tion. The act in question provides that 
a workmen can sue -the "undertakers," 
as his employers are styled in tho act, 
under the conditions therein pres- 
cribed. The word "undertakers" in 
the case of quarries and other under- 
takings includes lessees and others as 
well as the owner, but in the case of 
mines, the word moans owner, and 
owner only. This point was not. gen- 
erally known and its successful pre- 
sentment caused, something In the 
neighborhood of a sensation. In the 
case in question the plaintiff was in 
the employ of two then who. merely 
had ari option on the mine. J. A. Mac- 
Donald, K.C., appears for the appel- 
lant Scott and S. S. Taylor, K.C., for 
the respondent, McCarter.

Annual Report of St. Luke's Home,

Vancouver, Jan. 9. — A most favor- 
able report Is that of the St. Luke's 
Home for the past year, both medical- 
ly and financially. Two graduate 
nurses are expected from England this 
month to add to the present staff of 
seven, of whom two are probationers.

We aro thankful to report that the 
liome has paid 'its way financially, 
though there is no balanco in hand to 
commence the year with. We think it 
well to take this opportunity to cor- 
rect a rumor that the home had 
changed hands, by stating that there 
has been no change in the manage- 
ment, and that Sister Frances is Still 
in charge, and likely to be so, we hope, 
for many years to come.

I coming to the city highly recommend- 
' ed. Ho had been promised valuable 
assistance by G. A. Keefer, Dominion 
government resident engineer. 

BIG TIM BER PU RCHASE 

Wisconsin Operator Buys a Hundred 
Million Feet on Land at Indian 
River 



Vancouver, Jan. 9.— A meeting of 
the Anti-Tuberculosis society was 
hold yesterday afternoon in the board 
of trade rooms, at which the members 
present agreed to accept the constitu- 
tion of the . British Columbia Anti- 
Tuberculosis society and thereby be- 
come a branch of that organization. 

Dr. C. J. Pagan was present and 
read an interesting letter from Dr. 
Irving, medical superintendent of tho 
Tranqullle sanitarium, in which he 
claims that the locality of Tranquille 
is one as nearly approaching the ideal 
as any that has yet been attained in 
any work in this direction. Ho states 
that the climatic conditions have for 
years been recognized by the medical 
profession throughout Canada and the 
United States as a pure, dry air, not 
subject to sudden changes and con- 
taining a minimum amount of moist- 
ure. Tho elevation is one that has 
been decided by the Climatalogleal 
Society of America as that best cal- 
culated to produce good results in the 
treatment of - tuberculosis. At present 
eighteen patients are under treatment, 
all of whom have shown a marked 
Improvement during the past month. 
Two new cottages are .now being 
built, which will increase the accom- 
modation by six. The letter closed 
with an invitation to all members of 
the society, or any others interested in 
tho cause, to pay a visit of inspection 
to the institution. 

Tho meeting was adjourned until 
next Wednesday, when oiiicers will be 
elected under the new constitution, 
and a delegate appointed to attend the 
annual meeting of tho general board. 

Dr. Fagan and Dr. Stephen, who 
are, together with Mayor Gordon of 
Kamloops, a committee appointed to 
look after tho immediate needs of the 
institution, left today for Tranquille, 
In order to be able to make a complete 
report to the board of governors, who 
will meet some time toward the end 
of February.

New Westminster, Jan. 9.— Dr. Doh- 
erty, medical superintendent of the 
Provincial Asylum for the Insane, left 
yesterday for the East, where he will 
spend some time ordering equipmont 
for the new asylum at Coqultlam.

Operators Encouraged byVari 
ous Influences to Put 
Up Prices 



New York, Jan. .9. — Speculation for 
the' advance took on considerable ani- 
mation today. Dealings 'expanded de- 
. cidedly in volume, and professional 
operations to lift prices were con- 
ducted with boldness -and aggressive- 
ness.- The misgivings which caused the 
setback of yesterday had been appar- 
ently overcome.

credit. Efforts to obtain official con- 
tinuation for these reports were of 
no avail, and they were left in the 
form of intimations. Their influence 
on speculative sentiment was none the 
less decisive, although the stocks of 
the particular companies thus sup- 
posed to have been relieved did not 
always share In the strength of the 
day's market. 

The coalers rose vigorously, buyers 
professing confidence that action 
would be taken by Congress to defer 
the . operation of the Hepburn bill re- 
quiring the railroads to divest them- 
selves of ownership of the coal prop- 
erties. Speculation on this ground 
centered on Reading, and carried that 
stock to the highest price it has -touch- 
ed since August, before the panic. 

On the side of the money market so 
active a demand for commercial paper 
lias sprung up amongst money lend- 
ers that uneasiness has subsided, and 
no fears are any longer felt of em- 
barrassment for any solvent business. 
Increasing offerings of time funds were 
reported with a declining interest' rate, 
while borrowers were reported to be 
showing a disposition to hold off for 
Btlll lower rates. The Bank of France 
reduced its official discount rate to the 
level prevailing before the crisis, and 
the Bank of England also made a 
strong weekly return. Some surprise 
was felt in London that a further re- 
duction was not made in the official 
discount rate of, that institution. 

The market broadened, and showed 
increasing strength during the day, 
and closed strong and animated, with 
gains fully maintained. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par; value, $4,266,000. U. S. twos

CHILD MARRIAGE IN MEXICO 

Mexican Women Over Thirty Have 
Not Much Chance of Being Married 

Not the least of the romantic features 
of the marriages of Mexico are the cere- 
monies uniting children. The marriage 
of girls over 12 years of age and hoys 
over 11 is permitted, and most marriages 
in Mexico come In early life. 

There- are about 170 to ISO marriages 
a month in tills capital, a ridiculous 
proportion in view of the fact that the 
population by the census of 1900 was 
fiuO.OOU, and Is now probably ' nearer 
000,0(10. This small proportion of legal 
! marriages is due largely to the expense 
I attending- a religious ceremony, for tlie 
I peon Is educated to believe that the le- 
■ gal marriage is not sacred without the 
! church service. Hence when he cannot 
1 have the church service he does not 
bother to have the official service, 
Which Is not expensive, performed. 

Tlie general age for women to marry 
in Mexico is about 20. The statistics 
for the last two months show the follow- 
ing figures on the marrying of women: 
From 12 to 20 years, 33; from 21 to 
30 years, 102; from .11 to -15 years, 21; 
from 15 to GO years, 5. 

No woman over GO was married during 
this period. As is seen from these the 
number of women who married at from 
21 to J)0 years is greater than any other. 
The age at which most women marry in 
Mexico is froni :18 ;; to 24. It is . to be 
observed that in U)<r, higher classes the 
girls marry generally when over 20, and 
some of them nearly 30, and over 30, 
wlille in tlie middle class a great ma- 
jority of the women marry before they 
are 20 years old. 

Among the lower class, on the con- 
trary, the number of girls who marry 
before 20 is considerable, and many of 
them marry at 15, I I, and even 12 years. 

The most recent pases of girls mar- 
ried at 15 and 1G are observed among 
the middle class and lower class people. 
One of these is Angela Carmona, who 
married tit 15 years; another is a Span- 
ish girl. ltosarin (ionsalez, who married 
at 1G, and another is that of Eduarda 
Gutierrez, who married at 14. » 

As to the men the age at Which they 
generally marry is also from 21 to 30 
years. The statistics for tlie last two 
months show that the number of men 
married at different ages was as fol- 
lows: 

From 14 to 20 years. 5; from 21 to 
30 years, !)0; from 31 to 45 years, 07; 
over GO years, 1. 1 .. ;\ .". 

It is seen that the proportion of men 
marrying before 30 years Is strong al- 
though it Is not. as heavy as that of 
the women married under that age. Tlie 
proportion of women married under 30 
years is 136 to 29, while tlie same pro- 
proportion among the men is 95 to 70. 

In Mexico a woman above 30 is con- 
sidered of not having much chance of 
being married and In the middle classes 
the chances are not great beyond 25. — 
Mexican Herald.

Nut Growing Industry of the- South 
"Nut growing is a comparatively 
new industry in the South Atlantic 
and Gulf States, but it promises to de- 
velop into one of the most, important 
in that section," said J. Z. Rend, a 
prosperous planter in Florida. "The 
most popular nut is tlie pecan, and its 
popularity is probably due to the de- 
velopment of systematic methods of 
grading- it and cracking - It- -with - ma- 
chinery operated by steam or electric 
power. This makes possible tlie mar- 
keting of the meats of, the nut ready 
for use. 

"Tho demand is always much great- 
er than the supply and many planters 
are now turning their attention to the 
nut raising industry. it is not un- 
common for a. tree to bear as high as 
200 pounds of nuts in one season, and 
must of those sell at from GO to 70 
cents a pound. It does not require 
much figuring to show that the pecan 
orchards which abound in some sec- 
tions are paying investments."— Wash- 
ington Post. 



ADMIRAL BURWELL 
ANSWERS A CRITIC 



Commandant of Navy Yard, 
Puget Sound, Discusses 
■ Eternal Conflict 



Rear Admiral \V. T. But-well, com- 
mandent of the navy yard, Puget 
sound, has been 'visiting in Portland 
during tho past week, and while there 
was interviewed at length by the 
Oregonian in reference to an article 
that appeared In the current issue of 
McCliie's Magazine on tlie subject of 
the United States navy. Admiral Har- 
well is quoted as saying: 

"Tho United States navy is all 
right. That article in the January 
Mc'Clu're's Magazine is correct enough 
as far as it goes-, but It does not go 
far enough, hence conveys a false im- 
pression. What the writer of it says 
about certain things is so, but it is 
also practically true of all other bat- 
tleships the world over. Not only this 
but he does not mention the good 
points our ships have Ui consequence 
of these alleged defects 'the writer ap- 
parently discovprs. 

"Here is tlie matter in a nutshell: A 
ship can carry just so. much load, say 
15,000 tons. This includes, of course, 
its own weight. Now the gun man 
wants 15,000 tons of guns on board; 
the engineer wants 15,000 tons of en- 
gines and coal and the armor man 
wants 15,000 tons of armor. Clearly, 
then, a battleship is a compromise be- 
tween all these requirements. If you 
raise the sides as high as those of the 
Dakota you of course have splendid 
seagoing qualities and a high place 
from which to lire your guns, but look 
at the. target you offer the other fel- 
low's guns! And of course these high 
sides cannot be of as heavy armor as 
the low sides. As for what he says 
about the sides of our ships being too 
low, 1 will say that for two years 1 
commanded the Oregon, the lowest 
vessel of her class in the world, and 
in all that time, execpt once, I could 
have fired every gun on board in all 
k bids of weather. Tlie one exception 
was a hurricane in tlie middle of the 
Pacific where no battleship could have 
fired a shot. No one would have 
fought in such a sea find gale. With 
this exception the Oregon is high 
enough for me to fight .with against 
any ship of her cixe in the world in 
all kinds of weather, and as I said be- 
fore she is the lowest in- our or any 
other navy. 

Battleship a Compromise. 
"But, if you make a vesse'l sides too 
low, you have her on tlie old monitor 
typo that is not usually seaworthy. As 
I said before, a battleship is a com- 
promise, and the Oregon is about as 
low as it is safe, to go. When she is 
at lighting range her decks are prac- 
ticaly below the horizon, only her 
turrets and upper works showing. So 
you see how little the high-out-of- 
the- water Frenchman that the maga- 
zine writer so admires would have to 
shoot at,, while we on the Oregon 
would have a splendid target that wo 
could hit';i>ractically at everv shot. 

"The American navy lias the heav- 
iest gun;. power in proportion to dis- 
placement of any navy in tlie world 
You cannot have everything on out 
ship, so the Americans go on the prin- 
ciple of first, guns; second, engines 
and coal; third, armor. If any one 
can improve on this idea they are 
welcome to do so'. Increase your ar- 
mor and you must reduce, speed or 
hitting power, and the American bat- 
tleship is built first to throw shells 
into the other fellow, not to have 
something to hide behind while wo 
plug away at him with a bean shooter. 

''The magazine writer points out 
the fact that our ships have no heavy 
armor above the water line, that Is, 
up six or eight feet or so, as some of 
the foreign ships have, but that our 
armor extends down below the water 
line, where he assumes it is not need- 
ed because of the protection given by 
the water. If our ships were to 'fight 
always in still water, a small lake foi 
instance, his criticism would be per- 
fectly correct. But battleships must 
fight 011 the open sea, and they, there- 
fore roll. This rolling exposes them 
eight feet below the water line, and a 
shot put there, when the vessel was 
rolling away from the shooter wou d 
punch a hole that would be fatal in 
most cases. But we put the armor 
well down to stop such shot.-. 

Armor Plate Is Heavy. 
-Of course it would be very nice to 
h ive houvv armor above the water line 
too. but armor weighs a bit, you-know, 
and enough to go around a battleship 
six or eight feet up from the water 
line would reduce our gun power and 
steaming qualities tremendously. The 
American navy figures that It is bet- 
ter to have heavy armor where it Is 
vital, that is below the water line, se- 
as to protect the ship when she- rolls, 
havfl speed and wide steaming range 
so that the question of coal will not 
be s„ important as it is to the enemy, 
and have two guns to shoot at him 
with while he is protected behind 
Plenty of armor, but can't either catch 
us or get away from us and has only 
one gun to shoot at us with. It is, oi 
course, a matter of opinion, but so It 
seems to us at the present time. 11 
anyone . can ,-dvnv .us that we are 
wrong we will gladly listen to him. 
But when one writes such an article 
•me should publish both sides, till the.

misleading, as is this article. ' 

"The matter of having .a break be- 
tween the turrets and the magazines 
is. of couse, a very important one, but 
what is one to do? A shell exploding 
In the confined space of a turret would 
force its hot gases almost anywhere 
to which was a connecting space, not 
only td the magazine, but to any part 
of the ship fox', that, matter. Whether 
tlie passage is straight or around a 
corner makes little- difference to gas 
under tons of pressure from an ex- 
ploded 13-inch shell confined in a tur- 
ret. Explode such a shell in any tur- 
ret on any ship and tlie chances are 
that the turret is out of action for the 
rest of the battle, no. matter .how it is 
made. 

Openings to Turrets. 

"As lor the big openings in the tur- 
rets, thero you are up against a com- 
promise again. A gun stuck out of a 
small bole cannot be raised and low- 
ered as can one iu a larger opening. 
Arid in action the openings are tor 
wards the enemy only when firing, 
then they are swung around so as' to 
be out of range, then swung into line 
again the instant you want to lire 
again. 

"So much for that magazine- article. 
II has noon answered time and again 
at more length and more carefully 
than I can in a 'short casual talk about 
It. Now as to the navy yard on Puget 
sound, I want to say that it is the fin- 
est in America. It has the only dry 
dock Into which a. wounded battliisU'm 
drawing from thirty to thirty-live feet 
>>r more could enter. We have one 
now with thirty feet of water over 
tho sill, and will soon have one with 
thirty-eight feet. And when a battle- 
ship us now built draws over thirty- 
eight feet because of water in her 
hold she would probably never reach 
dry dock', but would rest on the bot- 
tom of tin- sea. 

"Puget sound can be defended easilv 
lis- means of submarine and even tor- 
pedbs. So can the Columbia river. 
This river, especially; is almost- ideal 
for s.lich a defense. No navy in ,tho 
world would venture into such a trap 
where from almost every point on tlie 
shore torpedoes could be shot out at 
It, and one torpedo generally ends any 
ship. Tf either Puget sound or the
